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ANOTHER four-engined fast com- 

muter was launched here in Anzio 
the other day, barely 10 months after 
the prototype, G. Cinquanta. 

This craft, Barbarina, was also built 
by Cantiere Delta and is similar to 
G. Cinquanta as far as hull form is 
concerned. In fact Barbarina is a 37ft 
Delta configuration craft to my design 
with a cold-moulded wooden hull. 
Slight modifications have been carried 
out to the hull bottom, mainly on the

aft planing surfaces in order to cope 
with the higher speed potentiality of 
this boat: Barbarina touches 60 knots 
running flat out, and has a continuous 
cruising speed of around 45 knots. 
Four BPM Vulcano 8-litre marine 
petrol engines are installed, rated at 
400hp at 4500rpm, to give the neces- 
sary power for these higher velocities. 
The craft is fitted with four propellers; 
the two aft engines drive these through 
V-drives, while the two forward

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engines are on straight-through shafts. 

The steering cockpit is situated be- 
tween the two forward and the two 
aft engines. Unlike G. Cinquanta, 
which has a second, larger, open cock- 
pit forward for passengers, Barbarina 
has a regular saloon and two-berth 
accommodation under a flush deck. 

Access to this cabin is by means 
of hinged hatches which, when neces- 
sary, are secured in the open position 
and afford excellent ventilation to the 
cabin area (particularly desirable 
during hot summer months in the 
Mediterranean). An awning can be 
stretched over these hatches to protect 
the cabin area from rain or dew. This 
arrangement offers the least possible 
windage when fast cruising. In 
boats of this type it is_ not 
really practical to enter the cabin 
at high speed and the accommodation 
area is in practice only used when the 
craft is at anchor or in port. Such a 
solution for combining cabin space 
and high speeds seems to be catching 
on in Italy. 

It is my guess that Barbarina could 
be classified as one of the fastest 
pleasure boats in the world — if not fe .

THERES NOTHING STANDARD IN

MORE new boats will be joining the 


Wellington fleet this season than 
for many a year. While there are 
few professional boat builders based 
in or around the capital city a score 
or more yachts and power boats, all 
in excess of 20 feet, are in various 
stages of completion. 

The craft being built are mostly 
yachts — 12 or more of which are 
expected to be ready for launching 
early this season, They are as varied 
as the type of locations where they 
are being assembled — garages, back 
gardens, spare space in factories and 
unused land are some other ‘yards’ 
where timber, fibreglass and concrete 
power boats, cruising and _ racing 
yachts are being built. 

While more and more standardisa- 
tion is the dominant trend in Auckland 
the story in Wellington could not be 
more different. Owners all seem to 
have particular requirements and 
demands and in several instances what 
have become popular and proven plans 
have been ‘bent’ or ‘stretched’ to suit 
individual whims. 

Few large power boats are under 
construction at present compared with 
the number of yachts. One cruising 
launch which is particularly interest- 
ing, and possibly the biggest, is that 
being built for Colin Gunn by John 
Sage. The 42ft craft is an example of 
a boat being built to a ‘stretched’ 
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standard plan, in this case by Jim 
Young. The boat is intended primarily 
for cruising and fishing in the Marl- 
borough Sounds and _ incorporates 
several novel ideas to meet the owner’s 
requirements. 

Basically the craft is in two main 
sections, which provide accommoda- 
tion and facilities associated with fish- 
ing, plus the power unit and ancillary 
equipment and controls housed in a 
flying bridge. Comprehensive accom- 
modation facilities include a shower, 
while in the aft section are tanks for 
live fish storage as well as a deep- 
freeze. 


The boat, which is expected to be 
launched about March, is basically a 
Vindex launch. It will have a kauri 
hull of three skins of 9/32nds planks 
up to the chines with two skins of 
5/16ths planks above. Decks and 


joinery in the cabins, which will pro- 
vide four permanent berths plus tem- 
porary accommodation for two others, 
will be of marine ply. Power will be 
supplied by a 6-cylinder General 
Motors diesel. 

Cruising in the Sounds is also the 
main function intended for two 
keelers, one built for himself by Jim 
Synnott, and which was due for 
launching during Labour weekend; the 
other Tony Ray is building for himself 
at Eastbourne and which he expects 
will not be launched before 1971. 


Mr Synnott has spent about four 
years building his 32ft 2in Jack 
Brook-designed masthead sloop. The 
vessel is 26ft 3in on the waterline, has 
a 9ft 2in beam and Sft 5in draught. It 
will carry about 500sq ft of sail and 
displace 6.2 tons. The kauri hull is of 
two skins of gin and Zin riveted to the 


frame. Cabin joinery is teak with the 
cabin top and cockpit fibreglassed. 


Accommodation includes two 6ft 
Qin berths, two of 6ft 6in and a 6ft 6in 
quarterberth. Auxiliary power is pro- 
vided by a 2-cylinder Volvo Penta 
diesel. 


Mr _ Ray’s’ transom-sterned Ber- 
mudan rigged sloop is to a Kim 
Holman design. Basically a North Sea 
24 class it will be 31ft overall, 24ft 
on the waterline and have a beam of 
9ft. With a draught of 5ft 9in it will 
displace about 5.8 tons. Total sail area 
will be about 450sq ft. The lin hull, 
fibreglass sheathed, will be of kauri. 
Trim and cabin joinery will be 
of mahogany with a ply cabin top. 
Accommodation for five will include 
two double settee berths and a pilot 
berth.

Designed specifically with racing 
in mind and certainly one of the 
fastest keelers under construction is 
the Namu class yacht being built for 
himself by Graeme Hargreaves. This 
is the only NZ37 that designer Jim 
Young has allowed to be built outside 
his own yard and is due for launching 
about the end of January or early 
February. 

The sloop will be 31ft on the water- 
line, 9ft 7in across the beam and dis- 
place about 5000lb. The hull is of 
two 3in skins of fibreglass on lin by 
lin stringers at Sin centres. The 14in 
square ribs are spaced at 12in centres. 
Floors, laminated throughout, are all 
fibreglassed. A Ford 10 will probably 
be used to supply auxiliary power. 

Dick McMorran will race as well 
as cruise in his Bruce Askew designed 
20ft 6in gaff-rigged cruising cutter. 
The boat, due to be launched last 
month, has been six years in the 
making. The C class vessel, 17ft 6in 
on the waterline and with a beam of 
6ft 6in and 3ft draught, will carry 
about 350sq ft of sail. It has a #in 
thick kauri hull, 4in ply decks, cabin 
joinery and cabin top and trim of 
teak. The cabin top is canvassed. 
Accommodation includes three full 
berths plus a berth in the forepeak. 
Auxiliary power is provided by a 5bhp 
Simplex petrol engine.

Warren Hoy has started work on a ferro-cementer 


under construction the most advanced 
is probably that of Peter Wood, who 
hopes to launch the 38ft Hartley South 
Seas about the middle of next year. 
The sloop-rigged boat will have an 
11ft 3in beam, draught of 4ft 9in 
and displace 10 to 12 tons. 

Timber used on the boat includes 
totara sides and fibreglassed ply cabin 
top. Seven or eight berths will be 
provided in the roomy cabin which 
gives 6ft 2in headroom. Power will 
probably be from a 7Ohp diesel. 

Ian Crayford will probably launch 
his 40ft ferro-cement vessel about the 
same time. It is undecided yet 
whether the craft will be schooner or 
ketch rigged, while a _ third ferro-

cement craft under construction is that 
on which Warren Hoy has just started 
work. 

Another Hartley design, the 33ft 3in 
sloop is due for launching before 
Christmas 1970. The motor sailer will 
have a 10ft 8in beam, draught of 
4ft 6in and displace about 8 tons. 
Sails are expected to include a 270sq ft 
main, 317sq ft genoa and 176sq ft 
jib. Six berths are expected to be pro- 
vided in two cabins giving 6ft 3in 
headroom. Power will be provided by 
a 40bhp diesel. 

Of all craft under construction the 
largest to date remains the 45ft John 
Spencer-designed sloop being built by 
Geoff Stagg, who hopes to launch

it before the end of the present 
season. Based on the Sirius design and 
specially enlarged and modified by 
John Spencer, the craft is 39ft on 
the waterline, has a 10ft 4in beam and 
will displace about six tons. 

Of the two major professional 
pleasure craft builders, Plylite Marine 
and Bruce Hicks, Plylite are certainly 
most closely following the Auckland 
trend for standardisation. At Para- 
paraumu, where Plylite are continuing 
to produce the craft they have so 
successfully developed over the 
seasons, another pronounced trend is 
clearly an increasing emphasis on 
fibreglass. 

For example the firm’s Combinaire 
15ft runabout introduced earlier this 
year (October SEA SPRAY) was origin- 
ally available as standard either with 
ply hull and fibreglass topsides or all 
fibreglass. It has been decided now 
however to make the boat in standard 
form only in fibreglass. 

At Bruce Hicks’ yard the two 
keelers nearing completion are the 
One-Tonner being built for Brian 
Barraclough to the design of Bruce 
Askew and another Bruce Askew- 
designed sloop for Robert Dick. The 
36ft 5in One-Tonner follows closely 
the design of Rainbow II but has a 
more distinctly curved cabin top 
which it is hoped will reduce windage. 
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The cruiser-racer Mr Dick is build- 


ing for himself at the yard is 33ft 
overall and is expected to be launched 
about next January. 

Three years in the making it has a 
9ft beam, draught of S5ft and a round 
bilge hull which displaces 7.5 tons. 


Total sail area planned is 600sq ft plus 
spinnaker and storm jibs. 

The sloop has a kauri backbone 
with the single skin of 1¢#in thick 
tanekaha on steam-bent spotted gum 
ribs spaced at 10in centres.

HERE is no doubt about it — we 

live in a complicated and changing 
world. Two years ago it was difficult 
to sell a boat in America unless it 
was made of fibreglass. Now the 
accent there tends towards aluminium, 
or aluminum as they call it. 

There is nothing wrong with fibre- 
glass, of course — it is a great boat- 
building material, but the trade pres- 
sures are high, so the tendency is to 
try and skimp the thickness of the 
materials and beat a highly competi- 
tive market. Soon some fibreglass 
craft could be thinned to cracking 
and breaking point. 

Witness the last six-hour marathon 
race in Auckland, How many boats 
retired through cracked hulls? The 
manufacturers will not tell you, but 
in the fi-glass boat-building industry 
some are making accusations against 
rival firms. At least this is the scuttle- 
butt heard around the slipways. The 
advice to prospective buyers, as 
always, is to deal with a responsible 
firm who will guarantee their pro- 
ducts. 

The Vistacraft V-17 is an interest- 
ing vessel in several ways. Everything 
on and in her is made by a group of 
three companies in the same locality 
who specialise in one or more of 
moulding the hull, making all the 
stainless steel fittings, all the uphol- 
stery, producing windscreens from a 
specially imported acrylic, even 
designing and building the trailers to 
carry the boat. 

As this runabout was the prototype 
and a “first-off’, we were not sur- 
prised to note some makeshift fittings, 
screws missing, etc. Her design is 
based on Panic Mouse, the record- 
setting winner of the 1969 Atlantic 
100, which was developed from an 
American design. 

This boat is of full fibreglass con- 
struction, pulled from a split mould, 
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with stem and stern strakes and a 
rounded keel which tapers to a 
bullet-shape at the bow. The shell is 
three laminates of sprayed rove and 
one layer of 240z woven roving. Built 
into this are five main stringers of 
lin thick ply bonded with fibreglass. 
These run the length of the boat from 
the inside of the hull up to the floor- 
ing, virtually dividing the under-floor 
area into five air buoyancy chambers 
and covered by #in ply flooring which 
itself is bonded with fibreglass and 
screwed to the stringers. 


This particular craft is really cus- 
tom-equipped. The firm will give you 
the sales talk with decking, seating 
and padding, and you decide whether 
just a wrap-around windscreen will 
suffice, or a full cabin top, as in the 
photos, is the better choice. The firm 
insists they do the installation to 
ensure the boat is at the standard 
of workmanship they require. Simi- 
larly with the fittings and instruments, 
which all makes for a personalised 
boat and considerable customer satis- 
faction. 


Thus someone with a relatively low 
outlay in cash can buy the boat and 
enjoy his boating, adding to the 
creature comforts and conveniences, 
more instruments, lights, grab-rails 
and so on as finances permit. For 
the average man with little money to 
spare for aquatics, this could be an 
ideal way to get started in the sport. 


The test-boat, actually the V-/7 
runabout sporting a fibreglass cabin, 
was equipped with a bow fitting, small 
bollard, four seats with back-to-back 
seating, a speedo and _ tachometer. 
Steering was by rack and pinion solid- 
rod, the power plant, a 125hp Mer- 
cury. 


As with most medium vee designs 
without provision for water or other 
ballast, she has not the stability of 
the flatter aft sections, and with three 
adults all on one side, she tips notice- 
ably; however, no more than most 
deep vee designs, and a lot less than 
some. After all, one has to pay some- 
where along the line for this type of 
hull, which, when well designed, 
definitely does give a better, smoother 
ride and a greater speed in rough 
waters than flat hulls — if rough 
water is your choice. 


The black and white speckle finish 
on the interior is a polyester resin, 
effective in toning and as an anti-skid, 
but is too rough a surface for our 
liking, particularly for delicate skins.

With three passengers aboard we 
edged out of the boat harbour, a staff 
member anxiously eyeing a doubtful 
cooling system, Once clear of the 
breakwater the throttle was opened 
to full and she quickly leaped on to 
planing attitude, reaching 40 mph in 
just a few seconds. 


With two of the passengers sitting 
in the moulded-in seats at the stern 
she rode better than with the weight 
forward; something unusual in a craft 
with a large, heavy lump of machinery 
right at the stern. At this stage the 
low headroom in the cabin bothered 
us a little; anyone over 6ft would 
bang their head in a bad pitch. We 
would like at least two to three inches 
more cabin height, or perhaps lower 
the pilot’s seat.

Steering was positive, too positive 
in fact for our liking, However, this 
was no fault of the craft. The solid 
rod link-up gave us the feeling of 
driving an ancient steam-roller, taking 
almost two hands to turn sharply. It 
would, no doubt, appeal to the heavy- 
handed. We had no sense of “feel” 
with the steering and found it rather 
uncomfortable. Using spring and 
cable steering one enjoys the “one- 
ness” of the pilot and his craft, and 
particularly with the more sensitive 
set-ups, almost as though the rudder 
or motor is an extension of one’s 
hands. 


There being no large seas about, 
we had to be content to steer her 
flat out into her own wakes, full 
throttle in the tightest of steep turns 
in ever-decreasing circles soon build- 
ing up a respectable chop. At no 
time did she give us the slightest doubt 
that she would remain under control. 
Handling was positive, the ride 
smooth without noticeable jarring, 
giving us the impression that this hull 
almost enjoyed rough water, 


It is one thing to lean hard on the 
throttle, but quite another to do it 
safely; we found the integral strakes 
and sprayrails most effective in grip- 
ping the water on steep turns as well 
as keeping the spray where it 
belonged. 

The manufacturers state that in a 
steep following sea she holds a steady 
yawless course even at high speed, 
and judging by the test we were able 
to give her on the day, can well 
believe their claim. 


After a particularly snappy turn, 
the prop cavitated like crazy and 
kept on doing it for a while each 
time we revved up, then curing 
itself just as quickly. This was not to 
last, however, apparently we _ had 
thrown a trim tab under the cavita- 
tion plate. The motor itself was now 
overheating, particularly at idle and 
ready to pack up at any moment, so 
rather than risk a seized engine, we 
headed for the shore. 


The manner in which we slid 
towards the launching ramp after 
“engines off’ was impressive, and a 
clear indication of the makers’ claim 
of their diamond-smooth finish. The 
hull sections have their contribution 
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to make also and we could not help 
comparing it with the run of a simi- 
lar sized vessel with flat aft planing 
surfaces causing her to pull up in half 
the distance the Vistacraft travelled. 
Similarly under paddle-power only, 
she was easy to get going and 
manoeuvred well. 


Trailering and retrieving was the 
usual with a vessel of this weight. 
Anything over half a ton, while 
capable of being handled by one man, 
does call for an extra hand or two. 


On shore, we examined the seating, 
arranged in a comfortable back-to- 


back, well upholstered black vinyl 
over foam. In the V-17 Weekender, 
two 64ft bunks and squabs are 
standard with a low bulkhead to close 
off the cabin and steering. Right aft 
there is a single drain plug nestling at 
the centreline bottom of a scooped- 
out well which will obviously do what 
it was designed for — drain out the 
boat completely. So many hulls carry- 
ing two drain plugs, because of their 


positioning, still leave an inch or more 
water either side of the keel. Not 
important with fibreglass but a 
genuine source of rot in timber. 
Right forward there is a moulded-in 
anchor shelf, also a folding hatch on 
the foredeck providing a valuable and 
useful feature. Despite the bump in 
outline it is worth every inch of space 
and the slight extra weight. As this 
vessel can be used for extended trips 
and will probably be equipped with a 
small stove, there must be some alter- 
native way of getting out of the 
forepart of the ship in an emergency; 
also when in a seaway that hatch can 
mean all the difference between sway- 
ing dangerously on a heaving, wet 
deck and standing securely wedged 
in the hatchway working in comfort. 
A decorative feature here was a 
central panel built in to the foredeck 
and patterned to look like timber 
graining. This firm specially imports 
this American material, known as 
Tacalon, and states its durability is 
such that it will last as long as the 
fibreglass. We could not help being 
intrigued with the thought that one 
day we might see the all-wood finish 
fibreglass boat, as well as the all- 
fibreglass finish wooden vessel ! 
Seriously though, many boats look 
the part nowadays, but not so many 
live up to it. However, in our opinion 
this V-17 Vistacraft is a good hull 
and for anyone who wants a fast, sea- 
worthy, stable boat, she merits being 
given serious consideration by intend- 
ing buyers.

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THE AMERICA’S CUP 


Continuing last month’s Sea Spray feature in which the 
editor questions J. S. Taylor, who spent 30 years on 
the European yachting scene, about French attitudes towards 


Taylor: The new French Twelve de- 
signed by Chance has _ identical 
sections to Vema III designed by 
Johann Anker in the thirties. The 
“space-age design” is just a sales 
gimmick and, under strict scrutiny, 
nothing but a marriage of con- 
venience between the Anker sec- 
tions and the profile of Intrepid. 
Of course, Britton Chance might 
not even know about Vema III, 
which was decommissioned before 
he was born but a quite feasible 
explanation would be that while he 
was trying to find the next logical 
step to improve on Intrepid’s de- 
sign he slid into the train of 
thought exploited by Anker a long 
time ago. He ended up with the 
same “rule cheater” main section 
and by accident has chosen almost 
the same displacement figure. The 
rest is the product of the tight 
restrictions of the metre rule. 

Editor: Is it possible to clarify that? 

Taylor: Yes. If the main section and 
displacement or the waterline 
length are given quantities there is 
hardly any chance of drawing two 
reasonable-looking hull shapes un- 
less they are nearly identical. The 
scope of the designer designing 
to the metre rule is limited and all 
he can do is improve a certain 
quality of a known and existing 
design. One cannot escape the con- 
clusion that the metre rule was 
outdesigned a long time ago. 

Editor: Obviously you don’t believe 
in progress 

Taylor: I don’t if it appears in the 
form of a closed circle. If the 
Vema III/Intrepid hybrid can beat 
Intrepid conclusively, then the 40- 
odd year old Vema III will be left 
an enigma still. A well-considered 
guess would indicate that she is a 
faster boat than Jntrepid or faster 
than both. It is an unpalatable 
fact but the progress we have 
made in racing yacht design, where 
the primary requirement is speed, 
appears to be exactly zero. 

Editor: I return to the original ques- 

tion; you do not believe in progress 
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the America’s Cup challenge 


in the field of design do you? 

Taylor: Yes I do, probably more 
than anybody else; but I know 
stagnation if I see it. The designer 
of the conventional yacht wallows 
in the most quiet backwater of our 
consistently developing technology. 
He did so right from the time the 
profession was born, covering his 
incompetence with a cloak of 
mythical tradition. He still talks 
Neanderthalian aero- and hydrody- 
namics, makes fumbling attempts 
to use scientific tools he was never 
trained to understand and _ incor- 
porates into his designs devices 
borrowed from other branches of 
technology the function and way of 
working of which is beyond his 
comprehension. Condensed, the 
“space-age designs” are the brain- 
children of people who have lived 
and died in the past century. 

Editor: Apparently your views are 
not reserved for the America’s 
Cup. However they appear to be 
a bit outside our present subject. 

Taylor: I do not think we are getting 
away from our subject. Until to 
date the Americans have been un- 
beatable because they have had 
the advantages of the home-team 
and nothing else, otherwise the 
competitors were on more or less 
equal terms and were racing boats 
of equal quality and racing cap- 
ability. As far as the design aspect 
goes the oldest American boat 
was just as far developed as the 
latest British, and vice versa. It 
is quite incredible but true that 
the most fancy product of our mod- 
ern boating technology like the 
American Ondine could be beaten 
in long ocean races by a 200-year- 
old French privateer, boat for 
boat and length for length. The 
modern racing yacht designer’s pro- 
duct can break the restricting chain 
of “hull-speed” but so could the 
fast privateer. Predictably neither 
the Australian nor the American 
boat will be any faster at maximum 
speed than were their predecessors. 
The traditional school of yacht 


design has been unable to produce 
a boat faster than that built by the 
Viking shipwrights. 

Editor: I think the key to your train 
of thought is the words “Until to 
date”. Can you see a_ change 
coming? 

Taylor: Yes — but only the French 
are busy about it. Both the Aus- 
tralians and the Americans are 
still following the well-trodden and 
traditional groove. 

Editor: Can you _ illustrate’ the 
difference between the two 
in technique or design? 

Taylor: Let us call the Australian 
and English and American 
approach A and the French one 
F. The main difference is that the 
designer of A feels omniscient and 
depends on nobody but himself. He 
designs the boat depending on 
personal experience and then goes 
to one of the tank-testing insti- 
tutes to find out if his current 
work is any better than the past 
one. In some cases he does his 
own tank-testing even if his qual- 
ifications for this type of work 
are, in the best case, rudimentary. 
The tank picks the best (3) of 
his many guesses and the boat will 
be built. This method could be 
compared loosely to an accountant 
who spends a week working out 
the wages of a big company, gets 
three different results due to 
human error then presents the 
figures to the computer for a 
check. The computer could have 
done the job in a fraction of the 
time and would have come up 
with the correct answer. 


Editor: I remember a saying “Tanks 
cannot design boats.” 


Taylor: But the tank CAN help to 
design a better boat before it is 
drawn. This is an important point 
where the follower of method A 
misses out. Exploiting basic re- 
search is just not done in tra- 
ditional yacht design. 

Editor: Any practical example? 


Taylor: Take the latest return of the 
torpedo-shaped ballast attached to 
the fin-keel. This “new-look” de- 
vice was a common feature of the 
Sibick-raters in England in the 
last century. If this problem turns. 
up in a design which rates tank 
testing then designer A will draw 
up a few variously proportioned

and shaped torpedoes and ask the 
tank which is the best. Please note 
that even the correct answer has 
limited value only; it says which 
is the best in a series designed by 
the designer, but gives no indication 
as to whether the best is close to 
the optimum. This is why school 
F wins. The designer of this school 
simply incorporates the shape of 
the smallest possible resistance into 
the design as recommended by 
basic research done in the tank 
(or in the wind-tunnel) during an 
entirely independent research pro- 
gramme. He has no doubts that 
need to be checked — the shape 
is the known best. If we count 
other small details then the final 
design could be considered as the 
work of probably a few thousand 
men as against the singlehanded 
and less competent effort of 
method A. 

Editor: Have any boats been de- 
signed on such data? 

Taylor: Yes . . . I could fill a long 
list. Most well-known is_ Eric 
Tabarly’s Pen Duick III which 
raced in the Sydney-Hobart race. 
Her enormously fat  torpedo- 
shaped ballast was the subject of a 
lot of adverse comment. 

Editor: You seem amused — any 
good reason? 

Taylor: Actually it is pretty depres- 
sing. The idea of this fat keel 
appeared to be so “revolutionary” 
that most designers could not 
accept it. They are still experi- 
menting with leaner ones in the 
hope that they will turn up with 
something better. Basic research 
which produced the shape has 
brought conclusive results and 
every budding aeroplane designer 
knows about it. This “space age” 
data is about 50 years old. No, 
I do not find it really funny. 

Editor: So how about a definition 
of the basic differences between 
the approaches of A and F 

Taylor: A thinks about the Cup 
series in terms of two competing 
teams of sailors with the boat an 
accidental necessity. F clearly aims 
for technological victory, a su- 
perior boat that can tolerate the 
mistakes of the crew. 
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Editor: So you believe the French 
have a_ technological advantage 
over the USA? Technological vic- 
tory would surely go to the most 
advanced industrial nation. 

Taylor: The industrial might and 
high level of general technology 
in the USA effectively smoke- 
screens the fact that the American 
yacht designer is, as a rule, even 
more tradition bound than the 
British. Olin Stephens has shown 
initiative but his work as a whole 
fails to reflect the actual level of 
technology of the country he lives 
in. I am quite sure the top New 
Zealand designer is at least on a 
par with the Americans despite 
the discrepancies between the tech- 
nological levels of the two 
countries. 


Editor: Where does the French de- 
signer fit into the picture? 

Taylor: He reveals his different up- 
bringing. He is still the innovator 
as evidenced throughout the history 
of sailing. 

Editor: But now you have reversed 
your argument; you are talking 
about French tradition. 


Taylor: While Great Britain was 
ruling the waves with her mag- 
nificent and utterly traditional sail- 
ing ships the Admiralty’s fastest 
boat was the captured French 
privateer Bordelais. One of the 
fastest and certainly most famed 
Clipper ships was Cutty-Sark, 
modelled on a rotting wreck laying 
in the mud of one of the harbours. 
In her hey day this wreck was a 
French frigate. Canadian French 
know-how is reflected in the fastest 
sailing type in North America, the 
Bluenose. Yes, they have a long 
and successful maritime tradition, 
but the point is that no French 
designer is interested in THAT. 
They try to look ahead, tradition 
is just incidental. 

Editor: I think I am catching on; it 
is not so much the general tech- 
nological level of the country but 
the attitude of a particular branch 
i.e. yacht designing. 

Taylor: I think we have reached the 
point of contact. While I think no 
genuine progress can be made 
without scientifically backed devel- 
opment and while I admit that 
American and British research in 
the field of flowdynamics is just 
about on par with the French, the 


similarity stops if we enter the 
field of yachts. The designer of F 
is trained to use data outside his 
own restricted field and is pre- 
pared to take all possible advantage 
of it. The designer of A is either 
a man without formal training or 
man trained in our field who has 
appointed himself Guru of a semi- 
technical religion. He is enclosed 
in a cocoon of isolation and keeps 
meditating in his own ivory tower. 

Editor: Can you give our readers a 
semi-technical indication of the 
line of the future developments? 
Is there anything strikingly new in 
this line? 

Taylor: The results of scientific re- 
search take many years to manifest 
themselves in an actual production 
model, but what the French chal- 
lenger will reflect is a careful 
improvement in detail, in which 
field there is still a lot to be done. 
The fairing between the actual 
hull and the fin keel (apparently 
named hollow-heel) is an abomin- 
ation in most yacht designs and a 
source of considerable resistance 
interference. At this point conven- 
tional yacht design practice has 
gone so far away from the facts 
of hydrodynamics that even a small 
improvement can make the lame 
duck a winner. I predict the appli- 
cation of devices capable of either 
cutting the resistance of the keel 
or doing the same thing in an 
indirect way by raising the cap- 
ability of the keel to develop more 
lift area for area. In this case 
lowering the resistance is possible 
by careful design, reducing the 
actual and unnecessary lateral area 
of the keel. 


Editor: What are those devices? 


Taylor: Semi-laminar sections, nose- 
slots and _ tail-flaps, vortex- 
generators, hydrodynamic fences 
and boundary-layer control. 


Editor: We are still talking about 
yachts aren’t we? 


Taylor: Yes. I am not talking about 
laboratory research but practical 
application. The research part has 
already run quite out of the area 
in which the yachtsman or the 
designer used to work. 


Editor: And out of the area in which 
I usually work. I’m afraid we 
must leave it at that now. Perhaps 
we can go into these technicalties 
in a later article.

LOSER links between yachtsmen 

in New Zealand and Australia 
were referred to by the Governor- 
General, Sir Arthur Porritt, and the 
president of the New Zealand Yacht- 
ing Federation, Mr A. G. T. Wane, 
at the Federation’s annual meeting in 
Wellington. 

Sir Arthur discussed closer relation- 
ships among yachtsmen from both 
countries when commenting on pro- 
posals for Interdominion competitions 
with shared boats, which he believed 
was an excellent idea. 

Sir Arthur welcomed two Australian 
visitors — the president of the Aus- 
tralian Yachting Federation, Mr E. 
Jefferson Jones, and the secretary, Mr 
Garth Sweeney, who were in New 
Zealand at the invitation of the New 
Zealand Federation. 

He announced to the meeting the 
award of the Sir Bernard Fergusson 
Trophy to Chris Bouzaid. “The One 
Ton contest has done much to put 
New Zealand on the international 
yachting map,” Sir Arthur said when 
announcing the Yachtsman of the 
Year award to Bouzaid. 

“He and Rainbow have done an 
enormous amount of good and have 
underlined what I have mentioned 
before — the importance of the 
international aspect of yachting. 

“Sir Bernard, in instituting this 
award, laid down that it was not to 
go to the most successful yachtsman 
of the year but to the yachtsman who 
did most for the sport of yachting. 

“I feel extremely sorry for the 
other nominees who were put up 
because it was so obvious that the 
man who had done most for yachting, 
apart from being the most successful 
yachtsman, as a secondary considera- 
tion — and I am sure you will all 
agree with this — was Chris Bouzaid.” 

In his annual report Mr Wane said 
his recent attendance at the annual 
meeting of the Australian Federation 
in Melbourne was a landmark in N.Z. 
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yachting history. “It surely marks the 
beginning of complete co-operation 
between our two countries for the 
betterment of yachting. It is clear 
their problems are much the same as 
ours but given the opportunity we 
can work together to get the best 
results,” he said. 

“I hope that following my discus- 
sions in Australia the Federation can 
promote a series of Interdominion 
competitions from P class through to 
keelers. The essence of the idea is 
that so far as possible the host 
country should provide the boats 
thus saving transport costs and the 
absence of boats over most of the 
sailing season.” 

Mr Wane also said membership of 
the Federation is increasing all the 
time and study on a design for the 
intermediate age group has begun as 
sO Many youngsters at 15 to 16 years 
are lost to surfing, etc. 

“A good, modern, exciting but man- 
ageable class to cater for the 15 to 19 
year olds, which would also serve the 
ordinary family, is badly needed and 
we should get results over the coming 
season,’ Mr Wane said. 

The delay in the issuing of approval 
for the manufacture of the new 
NZYF flotation jacket, and strong 
representations made to the CIT of 
Wellington who have been doing the 
testing, was referred to in the national 
racing committee report tabled by the 
convenor, Mr R. H. Thomson. 

“Some nine months have passed 
and we have been unable to get the 
written reports we require although I 
understand nearly all the sample 
jackets passed the test,” the report 
said. 


“I hope this matter will be cleared 
up before the end of this month as 
the season is almost upon us. The 
Consumer Institute have expressed 
disappointment at our minimum of 
121b buoyancy but our committee 
still feel that 16lb is too bulky and 
will not be acceptable to racing yachts- 
men. Correspondence with them is 
continuing and it is hoped we can 
gain their tacit approval if not their 
support.” 


The report also said a major effort 
should be made to get to grips with 
the ever-growing numbers of Inter- 
dominion events between Australia 
and New Zealand.

shavings, chips, planks, a broken 
wharf pile and 30 roaring powerboats. 
. .. the Waitemata was somewhat 
crowded for the start of the six-hour 
marathon, raced in the teeth of a 
blustery nor’-easter, and several skip- 
pers rapidly formed the opinion that 
local propeller manufacturers had 
dumped the entire stock of Fletcher 
Timber Co. into the harbour. 

All 30 starters got away ... but 
several were back inside the break- 
water almost before the flare smoke 
cleared. Top favourite Tara Too, 


driven by Ivan Boyce, travelled a few 


hundred yards before folding the first 
propeller of the day; Quicksilver 2, 
driven by Grahame Leusche, caught a 
wrong one, swamped and capsized, 
and Plylite Johnson GT, with Dave 
Lichtenstein at the wheel, soon 
decided it was just not the day for a 
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catamaran and wisely retired, un- 
damaged. 


The debris and the unforgiving sea 
soon found the weak points as boats 
limped back to the shelter of West- 
haven . . . Ray Thomas with his 
Jaguar-powered Red Fox; Mike 
Austen’s Wanderer; A. Higham’s 
Christine Anne; R. Wiles’ Scare-de- 
Cat ...and there were more to come 
before the sixth hour tolled. 


Out to an early lead, and revelling 
in the conditions, the big 24ft Clipper 
Chrysler, powered by a 300hp Chrys- 
ler outdrive, charged through the first 
few laps with Robin Weston-Webb 
in command. Linc Laidlaw in Glass 
Clipper, Trevor Burnnand in_ last 
years winner Kitten, Mrs Hilda 
Weston-Webb in Ruby Clipper, Roger 
Hill in Cordette, Robin Fulton’s new 
ski boat Miss Freightways, and Bruce 
Grant’s Velocity were pushing their 
luck trying to hold their distance from 
the massive Clipper Chrysler .. , and 
there were still five more hours to go.

Tara Too was on the trailer and 
Cordette eased quietly back to the 
marina to deposit driver Brian Tracy, 
who cracked two ribs during Cor- 
dette’s spectacular aerobatics on the 
first lap. 


Team work in the pits is important! 
Kitten’s crew were prepared for most 
emergencies. How many spare pro- 
pellers should you carry for a six- 
hour event? Trevor Burnnand knew 
exactly — four. 


At briefing Trevor offered Ivan 
Boyce the use of a spare large pro- 
peller if required. “Just help yourself 
out of the boot of my car.” Tara Too 
needed exactly that a few minutes 
after the start. So up on the trailer, 
select the propeller from the boot of 
the Plymouth, and Ivan Boyce is back 
in the race three laps and 30 minutes 
behind. 


Kitten had the same affinity for 
driftwood and broke one blade right 
off the propeller. Seconds after Tara 
Too had rejoined the circuit, Kitten 
struggled back to the ramp and was 
snatched from the water by a well- 
prepared team. Off with the broken 
propeller, select a new one from the 
boot of the car, and Kitten is back in 
the water! 


However, this was not a complete 
repair because the tail-shaft had a 
bend like a kitten’s tail, Undaunted, 
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TROUBLE for Plylite Johnson GT .

Trevor went a few laps before the 
steel strut, suffering from unusual 
vibrationary forces, broke off just 
below the hull.

average of 15 mph).

co-driver Brian Willet’s enthusiasm 
to keep going. At the prizegiving an 
anonymous donation of $20 was pre- 
sented to the crew of Kitten. 


Meanwhile the toll continued. Clip- 
per Chrysler was out with a cracked 
bell housing, much to the dismay of 
PBRO president Tony Mason, who 
was to have driven the boat in the 
middle stages of the event. Ian Todd’s 
outboard shifted on the transom and 
smashed the carburettor. Ivan Boyce 
was back on the shore with Tara Too 
trying vainly to dry out a completely 
drowned engine. Red Fox had made 
temporary repairs, rejoined the cir- 
cuit, but after further trouble ex- 
ceeded the 24-hour limit for drivers 
and failed to qualify. 


Comfortable lead 


R. Brownson in Pisces, all the 
way from Putaruru for the race, going 
nicely in his Argonaut-powered Safari, 
had carburettor trouble on the course, 
was unable to make his driver change 
in the 24 hours, and retired. 

By mid-afternoon Glass Clipper, 
with Lincoln Laidlaw back at the 
helm, was holding a comfortable lead. 
The wind had moderated and Ron 
Archer, driving his new 16ft Gulf 
Explorer Gulf Vandal, was up in 
second place with Mrs Hilda Weston- 
Webb in third position. Ron Archer, 
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an old hand in the powerboat game, 
was putting his experience to good 
effect and holding Gulf Vandal in 
position between the two 20ft Clip- 
pers. Miss Freightways, with Robin 
Fulton and co-driver Brian Franks, 
were finding the calmer weather to 
their liking and steadily improving 
lap times. Miss Freightways was finally 
credited with the trophy for the 
fastest lap at 38.99 mph. 


During the closing minutes of the 
race Westhaven spectators had a 
ringside seat as the Coast Guard car- 
ried out rescue operations on Velocity.

After six hours the order was Glass 
Clipper, Gulf Vandal and Ruby 
Clipper. On handicap Jacqui Hunter, 
Neil McCorkindale’s craft, overall 
winner of the 1969 Epiglass 40, took 
the trophy with Gulf Vandal second 
and Ruby Clipper third, 

Thirty boats started and 18 com- 
pleted the course. Of the 12 retire- 
ments, only seven had damaged boats 

. a fair average after six hours of 
tough competition.

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DENMARK WINS 
LITTLE AMERICA'S 
CUP SERIES 


yeex say that cats have nine lives. 

Eight times previously British C 
class cats have won the Little Ameri- 
ca’s Cup, right from the very start of 
it when John Fisk first flung down 
the gauntlet to the Americans saying 
“Name your cat and we will come 
over with Hellcat and beat you.” 
(which he and 4Hellcat’s designer 
Roderick Macalpine-Downie, did in 
1961). 

Then, this September, at Thorpe Bay 
on the muddy banked, mud coloured 
Thames Estaury, came the ninth time 
when Britain had to answer a chal- 
lenge from Denmark and the Skov- 
shoved Sailing Club in the form of 
Gert Frederiksen and Leif Wagner- 
Smitt sailing their Opus IIJ. At first 
it looked as if perhaps British bred 
cats are special, with ten lives, or 
more, for the nominated defender, 
Ocelot sailed by her designer-builder 
Reg White and crewed by his brother- 
in-law John Osborn, won the first 
race. But it was not to be, the series 
became longer and longer. Denmark 
won the second to get even, then 
followed a lay day — at the British 
request. Then followed a frustrated 
day with the race having to be aban- 
doned for lack of wind when Britain 
was again leading. This was followed 
by two consecutive British wins and 
once again the Little America’s Cup 
began to look as peculiarly British as 
the America’s Cup is American. 
Britain now needed only one more 
win to win the best of seven series. 

That one more win never came. 
Not unnaturally following two defeats, 
it was Denmark’s turn to ask for a 
lay day. This was followed by a 
Danish victory to make the series 
2-3 and the inevitable British request 
for a lay day. The crews actually got 
four lay days as the requested one 
was followed by three enforced ones 
— enforced by the late hour of high 
tide at Thorpe Bay, preventing racing 
during daylight hours. 

When racing recommenced after the 
long break Denmark won to tie the 
series. Britain requested its lay day 
and then finally, 15 days after the 
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Leif Wagner-Smitt (left) and Gert Frederiksen enjoy a well earned drink at the end of a 


successful series 


series had started on September 10, 
came the seventh and final race which 
Denmark won easily — easily so far 
as the other boat was concerned but 
only with the greatest difficulty vis- 
a-vis the four hour time limit. The 
Danish catamaran finally crept across 
the finish eight minutes short of that 
limit. 

Everybody was finally able to 
breathe a convulsive, concerted sigh 
of relief for justice to the challengers 
had finally been done. Very early on 
it became apparent that in Opus III 
they had a boat which in any wind 
above 8 mph, was superior to the 
British defender Ocelot. But in those 
far off early days at the start of the 
series, Britain’s wily skipper Reg 
White showed more than once that 
he could outfox his opposite number 
Gert Frederiksen. 

Frederiksen proved a good learner. 
He was also blessed with plenty of 
time in which to learn. By the time 
the final race came around he was 
able to outsail Ocelot in a wind which 
was never more than 10 mph and 
usually less than half that velocity. 

Had the series been held in typical 
British weather, the Danish victory 
would have come much sooner for if 
one boat is superior to another in any 


wind above 8 mph, that boat should 
win in British winds, five days out of 
six, but it so happened that this late 
season series coincided, as has hap- 
pened in the past, with the arrival of 
autumn in the mouth of the Thames. 
This a very special, almost unique 
occasion, bringing fog and mist to 
match the colour of the mud banks 
and the slate roofs of the houses lining 
the shore. The fog suffocates the 
wind, throttles it to death. 

In all those 15 days, only two 
races, the second and the fifth, were 
sailed in anything like a fresh breeze 
and not once were conditions in any 
sense frantic or even exhilarating. But 
at least several of the early races 
were far closer than has usually been 
the case in these matches. 

The two cats, Ocelot and Opus III 
made an interesting contrast. The 
most casual and landlubberly observer 
seeing the pair lying side by side on 
Thorpe Bay’s ribbon of dirty shingle 
could not fail to discern that Opus 
was far better detailed and engineered 
than Ocelot which, truth to tell, 
looked rather a lash up (which it 
was). 

Gert Frederiksen, who used to be 
the manager of Paul Elvstrom’s dinghy 
building yard and is now a boatbuilder 
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on his own account, had for several 
years been an extremely keen student 
— at a distance — of all that had 
been happening in the International 
C class. About four years back he 
built his first C cat, using fibreglass 
and giving her a neat and dainty 
sloop rig. With Paul Elvstrom as skip- 
per and himself as crew, this boat, 
Opus II was soon given a powerful 
wing rig, with a streamlined mast 
totalling 45% of the total sail area 
(the C class rules measure the area 
of mast and boom along with the 
permitted 300sq ft of sail). It was 
brought to England three years back 
for some class racing — since it was 
the only one of its kind on the Baltic. 
Unfortunately the British boats were 
elsewhere at the time, disputing their 
own Little America’s Cup selection 
trials and the only racing she got on 
this trip was a brush against the 
the Australian challenger of the time. 
So boat and crew went home unful- 
filled and disappointed. The boat was 
later sold to West Germany. 


Early this year, Gert with the 
designing help of his crew Leif, who 
is a qualified naval architect, set about 
constructing his second C class boat. 
Opus III used the same wing rig 
given Opus II and is, in most ways, 
a conservative craft. In her entirety, 
with her workmanlike _ sheerline, 
beautifully fair hull form, neat gear 
details and excellent finish she looks 
to this writer to be the most pro- 
fessional and practical C class cat 
built to date. 


By contrast Reg White’s Ocelot was 
brought out as a last resort. She was 
built five years back by Reg White 
himself at his famous catamaran firm 
Sail Craft. She was unique in being 
the first cat Reg had designed himself 
with no help from the talented Roder- 
ick Macalpine-Downie. From the very 
beginning, things did not go right for 
her, The radical cruciform, tubular 
bridge deck structure with which she 
first appeared, at the recommendation 
it is said, of an aeronautics engineer, 
collapsed even before she went out 
sailing. In her early days she could 
never quite beat the best of her rivals 
and when Helmsman Paints put up 
the money for Lady Helmsman four 
years back, the newer boat beat her 
too, so Ocelot was hauled up to the 
roof beams and left to gather dust. 


At the end of last year, after Reg 
White and John Osborn had won the 
cup for Britain for the eighth time, 
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on this occasion against an American 
challenge in the shape of Yankee 
Flyer, Helmsman Paints bowed out 
of cup sponsorship. Efforts were then 
made to get other syndicates going 
but only one of these, the Southend 
centred Five ‘C’s Syndicate came to 
anything and this one only got about 
£500 together. 


With Lady Helmsman on the side- 
lines and not enough money for an all 
new boat, Reg White decided to 
renovate and modify Ocelot and set 
upon it the Lady Helmsman wing rig 
designed by Austin Farrar of Sea- 
horse Sails, which Robert Sanderson 
of Helmsman Paints eventually agreed 
to lend him. Ocelot wasn’t the only 
British C class on the water this 
season since Derek Nunn had again 
brought out his 1968 creation Early 
Bird, possibly because of a _ new, 
extremely blunt wing mast, didn’t 
have the speed to beat Ocelot whilst 
Snark, just as she developed signs of 
having the speed, collapsed a hull in 
moderate airs and staggered ashore 
for major repairs. 

There was no doubt that Britain’s 
hopes would have to rest in the re- 
juvenated Ocelot, buoyed up by the 
experience, local knowledge and cool 
craftiness of the experienced pair Reg 
White and_ brother-in-law John 
Osborn. 

Opus arrived three days before the 
series was due to begin, having been 
towed from Denmark behind a dimi- 
nutive Fiat 124. The first thing one 
noticed was the apparent absence of 
spares and alternatives. She had only 
the one wing mast and sail. No sooner 
had she arrived than Gert went off 
shopping for British Holt Allen 
fittings. 

On her first outing it was said that 
she was beaten to windward by a 
local Tornado cat. This is as maybe 

. well sailed Tornado cats have 
many times beaten offtune British C 
class cats, 

So the Danes won four races to 
three. At the end of the last race 
Kit Hobday came along in a launch 
to hand a new challenge to the Danes. 
It was on behalf of the Thorpe Bay 
Yacht Club, whose commodore he is. 
It is claimed to have the £5,000 
sponsorship backing of Helmsman 
Paints. 

No sooner had the weary Danes 
got ashore. than they were assailed a 
second time — by Philip May, chair- 
man of the British C class Owners 
Association, serving them with another 


challenge. To all of which they replied, 
diplomatically, that the matter would 
receive their consideration. You see, 
the boot is on the other foot now. 

Chances are that the next match 
will take place from the Skovshoved 
Sailing Club in Copenhagen’s northern 
Suburbs, around next August. 

But if Britain are to win the cup 
back, they have a lot of work to do, 
starting now. Backers must be found 
for more than one new boat. There 
will have to be more tune-up trials 
and more home racing than has been 
in the case in recent years. It would 
be of enormous advantage if Roder- 
ick Macalpine-Downie, architect of 
our earlier victories, with his famous 
Hellcat family of designs, could be 
persuaded back into the game. 

Opus is a well built, workmanlike 
boat of good engineering. Her rig 
with 45 % of the 300sq ft area in the 
mast, is more logical and more 
manageable in a blow than Ocelot’s 
more curved spar. But it cannot be 
the last word. There has to be pro- 
gress. 

One thing is sure . . . knuckled 
bows are obsolete. This should have 
been clear when Lady Helmsman 
was beaten in Bermuda waters by 
Van Alan Clark’s Alliance three years 
ago. Ocelot’s new defeat by a boat 
without knuckles whose bow is very 
similar to that of the Tornado is only 
a necessary reminder of that earlier 
revelation. 

Opus’ main contribution may prove 
to be constructional. Till now the 
lightest C class cats have invariably 
been built of cold moulded veneers or 
bent plywood. Opus is of glass and 
foam sandwich, yet at Thorpe Bay 
she weighed in 10lb less than Ocelot 
which is the lightest British C cat so 
far. 

One element of the Little America’s 
Cup conditions needs changing — the 
bit about lay days. To contain the 
series within a manageable time span, 
one lay day should be allowed after 
three or four races have been com- 
pleted and possibly a second after 
six. No time should be granted for 
repairs (except in exceptional cases 
beyond the control of the crew con- 
cerned) since the absence of a mini- 
mum weight acts as an incentive to 
fragile boats. 

If the Danish success stimulates 
more activity in this fascinating but 
impractical class it will be very much 
to the good of sailing in general.

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WHAT of the future? 


G. P. Hedges looks at some of the problems 


the One Ton Cup Class may have to face 


S° now we know. The “magic num- 
ber” for the One Ton Cup is to be 
a rating of 27.5ft under the new Inter- 
national Offshore Rule. There is little 
doubt that this will please the present 
owners of One Tonners. It has been 
the obvious decision, but only history 
will show if it has been a wise one. 


The One Ton class will be passing 
through a critical period in the next 
few years. This may not seem very 
obvious in Australia and New Zea- 
land, where Rainbow II’s brilliant 
effort has sparked off a renewed wave 
of enthusiasm, but in many parts of 
the world the class has often been 
criticised for becoming too expensive. 


In the short term (two or three 
years) two important factors, the new 
rating rule and the new venue in the 
Southern Hemisphere, are bound to 
have an effect on the number of com- 
petitors, but what the effect will be 
we can only guess. On the credit side, 
the opportunity of going “down 
under” to exciting new places in the 
off season may attract those who can 
afford it. The many friends made by 
Rainbow II’s crew will also wish to 
renew their tussles and try to take the 
cup back to Europe. The world’s top 
designers will be anxious to try out 
their ideas under the new rule — and 
needle-sharp competition in the 
Hauraki Gulf will be better than any 
amount of tank testing, so we can 
expect to see several of them having 
a go. 

On the debit side, the cost of taking 
a yacht and crew halfway round the 
world ($10,000?) is enormous for a 
few weeks’ sailing, especially when we 
remember that most owners would 
have to pay the whole cost them- 
selves. There is no tradition in Europe 
or the U.S.A, for a public subscription 
or company sponsorship to soften the 
blow to one’s purse. Also, men who 
can afford such expensive ventures 
tend to be extremely busy and unable 
to afford the time — which perhaps is 
why they are wealthy. 


There will also be considerable un- 
certainty for a time about what is 
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the best design under the new rule. 
This factor, taken together with the 
high cost of the trip, may well per- 
suade many possible contenders to 
wait until it is clearer what sort of hull 
and rig is best worth building. In any 
case the Deed of Gift stipulates that 
if one country wins the cup three 
times running it must be competed for 
in France once again. A lot of people 
in Europe may decide to “wait and 
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see. 


In the longer term, the future of 
the One Ton Cup will depend to a 
large extent on how successful the 
new rule proves to be and also the 
wisdom of the 27.5ft decision, which 
many experts seem to think will 
produce yachts of about 26ft 6in 
waterline length. 


When the old 22ft rating was first 
decided upon, the yachts envisaged 
were 24ft to 25ft on the waterline — 
near the bottom limit permitted to 
race with the RORC and far and away 
the most popular size in British and 
European offshore fleets. The idea 
of racing to fixed ratings without han- 
dicap had an immediate appeal and 
many yachts were built with the idea 
of competing. The international flav- 
our and the kudos of the competition 
put designers on their mettle and a 
sudden leap ahead in design was 
made, partly by exploiting weaknesses 
in the RORC rule in relation to scant- 
lings and engines. The RORC rule, 
which had served so well with small 
modifications for 40 years, was sub- 
jected to pressures it was never 
designed to stand. Within a year the 
yachts had grown to 26ft or 27ft WL, 
and they have tended to grow slowly 
ever since, so that now yachts of 28ft 
WL are not unusual. 


Yachts of between 25ft and 28ft 
WL seem to “fit” and be just right. 
Exactly why, it is hard to say. Is it 
because they are the right size for 
waves in most of the world’s yachting 
centres? Do they fit some optimum 
peak if we could only plot a curve of 
yachts most favoured by the RORC 
rule? Maybe it is because the yacht 


and crew reach their limits of driving 
at about the same time. This size of 
yacht used to be reasonably inexpen- 
sive, sO owners and designers could 
afford to experiment and this must 
have helped their development. Cer- 
tainly in the past few years the major 
design effort has been in this size. 
Yachts of such magic size can be 
raced hard in all conditions, yet are 
comfortable for cruising with a small 
family crew. Perhaps it is a combina- 
tion of all these factors which makes 
these yachts so successful. 

For all these reasons it was clear 
that One Tonners should continue to 
be somewhere within this size range 
— but was it wise to try to make the 
present yachts still eligible? Undoubt- 
edly all present owners will think so, 
and their interests needed to be 
seriously considered. In actual prac- 
tice, however,, how many owners 
around the world are really affected? 
Even the New Zealand fleet of One 
Tonners, which is bigger than most, 
only contains a few yachts which 
might reasonably expect to be serious 
contenders in 1971. Even the most 
successful of present owners must be 
apprehensive that developments from 
the new rule will tend to outclass 
them. In any case, even if a new size 
had been chosen which prevented 
these yachts competing for the OTC, 
the owners would still have been left 
with attractive yachts only too well 
able to sail up to their ratings in 
normal races, as other owners are 
ruefully aware. — 


If we ignore the claims of existing 
One Tonners, one can sympathise a 
little with the arguments put forward 
in some parts of the world that the 
opportunity should be taken to fix a 
new rating which would make the 
yachts slightly smaller — perhaps back 
to 25ft or 26ft WL. Partly this 
is for reasons of expense. Smaller hulls 
and smaller sails are cheaper but in 
practice the saving (however wel- 
come!) is not in direct proportion. 
The same electronic gear, winches, 
etc., are likely to be carried and these 
form a large part of the total cost of 
the yachts. When the cup may be won 
by one hundredth of a knot, owners 
will pay a lot for anything that might 
give them that extra speed! A more 
important reason for choosing a 
smaller size would have been the fear 
that when designers really get down 
to exploiting the new rule the yachts 
will grow once more. On the face of it 
this seems unlikely. The new rules 
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have been drawn up by some very 
experienced men, _ including top 
designers Olin Stephens and Dick 
Carter. These experts, who have been 
very active in seizing every advantage 
from rating rules in the past, are well 
fitted to know the loopholes which 
need blocking. 

All who have studied the new IOR 
agree that it looks really watertight, 
and designed to withstand the ruth- 
less approach encouraged by hot 
international competition such as the 
Admiral’s Cup, One Ton and Half 
Ton Cups give. There appear to be 
no loopholes to exploit. Nevertheless, 
the history of all previous rating rules 
suggests that the yachts built to them 
have always grown in size. The six 
metres of 1939 were several feet 
longer than the eight metres of 1914! 
It is hard to believe that yachts de- 
signed to the International Offshore 
Rule will not also grow. 


If the One Tonners do grow very 
much beyond their present size, in 
the long term this could be bad for 
the class. In the past they have been 
fairly in the middle between the Half 


Tonners (22ft to 23ft WL) and the 
Admiral’s Cup yachts (over 30ft WL). 
The Admiral’s Cup is being very 
seriously contested these days and 
attracted 11 competing countries this 
year (more than the OTC), including 
Australia, Argentina, Bermuda and 
U.S.A. The international importance 
of this event and the kudos of being 
part of a national team has attracted 
many owners, including some who 
previously owned One Tonners. As 
the One Tonners have grown so ex- 
pensive this has encouraged the trend. 
When you are talking of such large 
sums of money (and you are probably 
middle-aged before you are wealthy 
enough) the extra comfort of the 
larger yacht must seem worth a few 
more thousands! If there is any trend 
for future One Tonners to grow to 
over, say, 28ft, and thus approach AC 
size, this will encourage even more 
owners to spend a bit more and move 
up, even though it means giving up 
the thrills of fixed rating racing. 
This, and the increasing cost of One 
Tonners (figures of $40,000 to 
$50,000 were mentioned in September 


SEA SpRAyY, but surely this is too 
high!) could bring about the gradual 
death of the class. Pessimistic? I hope 
so, but the One Ton Cup itself has 
already been competed for by three 
different classes, Each in turn has 
been overtaken by progress and the 
classes became obsolete. We must all 
hope that the new International Off- 
shore Rule is as good and watertight 
as it looks. 

In any case, this wondering about 
the future will alter nothing. One thing 
is certain — for the next 18 months 
existing owners and new builders in 
New Zealand are going to have some 
tremendous, keen and excting com- 
petition in their endeavours to make 
the team. The honoured tthree selected 
will doubtless have an even tougher 
and more nerveracking series of 
races. Those of us on the sidelines 
will be just as tense as we try to lift 
the yachts round the course by will- 
power. 

Praise be to those in the Rainbow II 
who let us in for all this blood, sweat, 
toil and anxiety. It’s going to be 
wonderful !

W!'H a fleet of 51 high powered 
boats thundering down to the 
starting line, throttles wide open and 
throwing clouds of spray in all direc- 
tions it was impossible to tell which 
of about 20 crossed the line first. 
Jack Gallagher’s twin outboard 
(125 Mercs) powered Hi Jack shot 
into an early lead followed closely by 
Fi Glass Jet driven by W. Jenkin. 
Phoenix Hunter driven by T. A. Robb 
came next followed by Spooky B. 
Washington, Broadside M. Duder, 
Chrysler Fireball I. Ingham, Dar L J. 
Leader, The Spoiler D. Anderson and 
Conny II W. Fechner. 


Several boats suffered the indignity 
of being drowned out by all the spray. 
First casualty from this was the fast 
Christchurch boat Panther driven by 
Denis Alsop. Last year’s winner 
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Carissima driven by Dave Syme also 
of Christchurch, only travelled a few 
yards down the course before he was 
forced to withdraw with transmission 
trouble in his jet unit — his only con- 
solation was winning the prize for the 
first boat to break down. Panther 
struggled on for a while but he too 
had to give up and was the first boat 
to require a tow. 

By the third lap the fleet was 
spreading out. Hi Jack still held the 
lead by several minutes from Fi Glass 
Jet and Phoenix Hunter. Spooky was 
fourth with Miss Glasskraft driven by 
A. Bowers closing on Broadside and 
level pegging with Dar L and Mogul 
driven by B. Ford. 


Fi Glass Jet struck trouble on the 
fourth lap. The gasket between the 
hull and the jet intake had blown and 


she was taking water, more than the 
pump could cope with. Her skipper 
drove her up the yacht club ramp at 
Macandrew Bay in an effort to get rid 
of the water but he forfeited several 
places in the meantime. He rejoined 
the race but had to beach again fur- 
ther up the harbour to bail out and 
finally retired. 

Hi Jack opened up a lead of 10 
minutes on the field by the fifth lap 
and increased this even further before 
taking the chequered flag and first 
place in the speed section. 


Times for the first six boats were — 
Hi Jack 1 hour 5 minutes 46 seconds, 
Phoenix Hunter 1.17.30, Spooky 
1.18.20, Miss Glasskraft 1.19.18, 
Broadside 1.20.1, Dar L 1.23.42. 

The slower boats continued on 
their laborious journey trying for the 
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nominated speed and economy prizes. 
As it turned out Hi Jack was the 
eventual overall winner as well as 
winner of the speed section. The 
economy section was won by Rae 
driven by D. Read who also won 
this section last year. Rae is a 22ft 
cabin cruiser powered by a 110 hp 
Volvo Penta. 


Second in the economy section was 
the 23ft cruiser Sharri Lee driven by 
G. Quennell. Third was Bluebird 
driven by H. Ellery, the grandfather 
of the race — he also won the prize 
for the oldest competitor. This is not 
the first time Mr Ellery has won this 
title in long distance trials, I think he 
is nearly 70. 


The nominated speed section went 
to S. Duncan driving Chrysler Charger 
with the amazing accuracy of only 
-03 mph loss. Second and third plac- 
ings were also close with .05 mph and 
.08 mph respectively. Zambra driven 
by N. Horn and Surfari driven by R. 
Drummond took these placings. 


The weight to power section was 
won by Schultz driven by R. Fraser. 
An interesting point in this section 
was that the third place went to 
Fibrecraft the smallest boat to com- 
plete the course. She is 12ft 6in long 
and is powered by an 18 hp outboard. 

First overall was Hi Jack, with 
Broadside second and Phoenix Hunter 
third.

EXPECTED FOR 
AVIEMORE 60 


Bean North Otago Yacht and Power 
Boat Club will stage this year’s trial 
on 22 November, 1969. 
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South Island’s largest freshwater mar- 
athon power boat trial is open to all 
powerboats capable of 15 mph or better 
with the exception of single seated racing 
craft which are not eligible. 

From comments received the club can 
look forward to an even larger entry list 
than last year when 64 boats faced the 
starter. 

The course will be around Lake 
Aviemore with a shortened course should 
the lake water become turbulent. Launch- 
ing will again be at Waitangi Boat 


Harbour and race start time will be at 
11 am sharp. 

An extended prize list will cover the 
three sections: speed, nominated speed 
and teams. 

For the spectator or those who are 
contemplating buying a boat here is an 
ideal opportunity to see first hand the 
performance of these boats under trying 
conditions. 

However the emphasis is on safety in 
small craft and the governing body has 
set stringent a set of safety rules. 
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T looks as if the Finn Gold Cup is 

going to get off to an acrimonious 
start. Phillipe Soria, France’s top 
Finn skipper, was disqualified from 
the European Finn championship 
because it was alleged that his French- 
built boat failed to measure. He had 
already competed with this wooden 
boat in many European events but 
not, so far as I know, in any major 
title event such as the European series. 

Rather than modify his boat he 
decided to defy the officials and has 
shipped it unchanged, to Bermuda. 
The International Finn Association’s 
reaction has been to fly out to Ber- 
muda the chairman of their techni- 
cal committee, Britain’s highly exper- 
ienced Richard Creagh-Osborne. What 
makes it all worse is that the charter 
flight taking the European competitors 
out to Bermuda arrives a week early, 
so that there will be a whole week in 
which to measure and argue. 

Personally [ll be going swimming. 

Very much the same thing hap- 
pened three years back when the 
European championship was held at 
Naples. I arrived with my Austrian 
Raudaschl boat late, having driven 
straight from another regatta at La 
Baule, to be told I would have to 
alter the run of my boat before I 
could take part. The fact that the 
boat had, only a few months before, 
been very carefully measured and 
passed by a highly respected British 
measurer and possessed the official 
IFA class certificate, made no dif- 
ference. I was informed that a new 
measurement had been added to the 
already book-long rules, to be inter- 
posed between two existing measure- 
ment stations. 

Of course, the IFA or its technical 
Committee has no right to add new 
rules, They have to be passed first of 
all by the International Yacht Racing 
Union at its full A.G.M. in London 
each November. I am sure I could 
have made the sort of fuss Soria is 
now making and perhaps I should 
have done but at the time it seemed 
easier to borrow a plane and get 
working. Of course the Soria case 
may be different. 

As for me, I hope to sell my Finn 
in Bermuda. I enjoy sailing the new 
Contender considerably more. It goes 
faster for less effort.

ney Hill’s little Stephens designed 
34-footer Morning After (the new 
RORC class If champion) and 
Arthur Slater’s super duper Stephens 
42-focter Prospect of Whitby are 
being shipped out to Australia to 
represent Britain in the Sydney-Hobart 
race and the Southern Cross team 
series which goes with it. Tory leader 
Edward Heath is said to be going 
along as team reserve with his boat 
Morning Cloud — not surprisingly a 
sistership of Morning After. Heath has 
come a long way in yachting in a 
short time. He bought his first keel- 
boat at the beginning of this year and 
is now representing his country. Mind 
you, it is not clear to what extent 
this team is really representative. 
There have been no trials. It’s more 
a matter of who can find the time 
and money to go. At the moment 
Slater has not been able to find a 
way of shipping his yacht. Last year’s 
British attempts to take part were 
frustrated by a strike of stevedores. 

The Sydney-Hobart usually seems 
to favour large yachts in which case 
the powerful 62ft Crusade should be 
the threat, but she does rate high. 
It’s interesting that after a season of 
short races and nil success, she did 
the 605-mile Fastnet and won Class I 
and came second overall (and pro- 
bably won overall if the truth were 
told and the actual finishing times 
correctly recorded). 


* * * 


More and more, ocean racing is 
becoming a world-roaming, twelve 
month sport. The second Middle Sea 
race, starting in Malta and girdling 
Sicily starts on 1 November. South 
Africa recently announced a new 
3,500 miler across the southern Atlan- 
tic from Cape Town to Rio de Janeiro 
in time for the Mardi Gras there next 
January 1971. Particulars from Crui- 
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sing Assoc. of S.A., POB 3473, Cape 
Town. 

I only hope British yachtsmen 
become keener on level competition. 
It is really the only true racing. 
Handicap racing is but a poor sub- 
stitute for the real thing, but I feel 
that you New Zealanders will have to 
work at it if you are to coax a strong 
or even a full British One Ton team 
for your 1971 series. We must support 
this event but right at the moment 
British interest in this size of boat 
could not be lower. 


* * * 


One month from now must come 
the momentous decision — which class 
of two-man one-design to fill the sixth 
Olympic berth presented nine months 
ago by the International Olympic 
committee. The more people with 
whom one discusses this question, the 
more confused one becomes. There’s 
no doubt there’ll be a big lobby for 
the Tempest two man keelboat. The 
obvious objection here is that in the 
Star, Dragon and Soling, the Olympics 
have found room for three classes of 
inshore keelboat already, a fourth 
would be bordering on the absurd. 
There are those who think that 
Olympic status for the 505 dinghy is 
long overdue. They argue that there 
is just as much difference between 
the Flying Dutchman and the 505 as 
between the Dragon and the Soling. 
They may be right but a great many 
IYRU delegates will need a lot of 
convincing. Then we have the cohorts 
of the Fireball, pointing out that this 
is just the cheap, easy to build, hugely 
popular, sporty sort of dinghy the 
Olympics have so long been lacking. 
Its adversaries are apt to answer that 
in fact it is hardly cheaper than the 
505 and that its scow bow makes it 
a very blunt instrument with which 
to drive to windward. Fourthly there 
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is the multihull brigade. To those 
accusing them of being too small a 
yachting minority, spread over too 
few countries they answer that once 
Olympic status is confirmed, almost 
every country will get Tornado cats of 
it own. And already there are dozens 
of countries with sizeable fleets racing 
in Kiel Week, world championships 
scheduled for Australia and so on. 

If cheapness is the thing, the Fire- 
ball should get the vote, though first 
of all it must be granted international 
status and the present restrictive 
building monopoly practices (which 
have forced up prices) ended. If 
performance is believed to be more 
important, then the super fast Tornado 
should be elected. 

There doesn’t seem to be another 
class with a real chance. A remarkable 
thing: all four classes I have men- 
tioned were designed by Englishmen. 


* * * 

Yesterday I had a trip in a jet 
turbine - powered Ford articulated 
truck. The only way one could tell it 
was not a petrol or diesel engine 
beneath the cab was by the things 
one missed . . . the absence of stifling 
heat, the absence of bone tingling 
vibration, the absence of stink. Fords 
already have ten of these S5Oft rigs, 
carrying parts from one Ford plant 
to another. The truck in which I rode, 
which has already been shown at the 
Frankfurt Motor Show, has accumu- 
lated 70,000 road miles to date. The 
relevant detail is that a pair of these 
375 hp Ford 707 regenerative turbines 
are to go into a luxury motor yacht 
in a month or two. A year from now 
the engine will come on sale to the 
transport public “at a price which 
will be completely competitive with 
diesel units”. Fuel consumption, be- 
cause of the efficient heat exchangers, 
will be strictly competitive too. This 
engine which weighs in at 1,700Ib 
complete with gearing and ancillaries 
(the take off shaft runs at 3,000 
rpm) is an absolute natural for 
marine use. It won't need water 
cooling, it won't need underwater 
exhausts, it will be able to run at 
fixed wide throttle openings for almost 
ever, it offers a far better power to 
weight ratio than comparable diesels 
whilst taking up about a third the 
space and it can be used for ancillary 
power at the same time. . . designers 
prepare! 

Two thoughts about the ITYRU 
Racing Rules . . . presumably, now 
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that one is allowed to reround a 
touched turning mark and continue in 
a race, it will be possible in the event 
of a dying wind and strong adverse 
tide, to hang on to a turning mark as 
if it were a kedge, letting go only 
when enough wind comes to enable 
one to circle it once more before 
continuing, Secondly, is it possible in 
a match race for the boat behind to 
cut a corner or leave out a couple 
of legs in order to converge on his 
opponent and harass him by luffing? 
This is what the British C class cat 
did to the Danish in the recent Little 
America’s Cup series, but I cannot 
believe it is legal. Rule 38 1 allows a 
leeward yacht to luff a windward one 
but points out that it is all a question 
of overlap. It could be argued that 
since the two were actually not 
within two overall lengths of one 
another before the laggard would-be 
harasser altered course to converge 
with his opponent, no proper Overlap 
existed. Secondly under the special 
rules which apply when team racing, 
rule 1 makes clear that “A yacht may 
manoeuvre against a yacht sailing on 
another leg of the course only if she 
can do so while sailing a proper course 
relative to the leg on which she is 
sailing”. In other words a yacht can 
do it if she is a complete lap behind. 

This point should be cleared up for 
future match races of the America’s 
Cup, Canada’s Cup, Little America’s 
Cup type. 

* * * 

Whatever else one might say about 
the fourth Half Ton series for the 
Coupe Atlantique held from Sweden’s 
yachting island of Sandhamn, the first 
thing to make clear is that in every 
way the regatta provided a thoroughly 
fair and searching test. There were 
times, in the four inshore races, when 
the easterly breeze was so steady and 
any current so negligible that yachts 
were splitting tacks, sailing a mile 
apart and then coming together again 
with hardly a yard lost or gained. 
Sandhamn, at the far end of the 
Stockholm archipelago, is a difficult 
place to get to but few places in the 
world are better able to give a fair 
regatta. 

All praise to the Swedes themselves 
therefore, not only for running a 
wonderful regatta but for winning it 
so convincingly too. Thus ends the 
French domination of a series which 
was started by the French themselves. 
This time Swedish yachts filled the 


first three places in a fleet of 42. The 
winner Scampi was designed and built 
in Sweden and she used Swedish sails. 
In five races she had four wins and 
a ninth, dropping the ninth (because 
it was one of the four inshore races) 
and claiming a perfect score of 215 
points. 

Second with 204 points (4th, 2nd, 
2nd, 5th, 2nd) was Ingemar Boding’s 
C’est-si-bon, a Swedish built Stephens 
31 (we call them She 31s in England). 
Third was Rolf Magnusson’s Joker a 
prototype designed and built by him- 
self. She had 192.5 points (8th, 5th, 
22nd, 2nd, 4th). 

First visitor was the British She 31 
Shewolf owned by Phillip Bown with 
Gold Medallist Rodney Pattisson in 
her crew. She came on strong towards 
the end when the wind got up. Her 
tally — 6th, 2Ist, 13th, Ist and 
3rd_ for 190 points. The best 
Frenchman was Andre Costa’s A pege 
Chaparral down at seventh and her 
best placing was a sixth in the 196 
sea mile marathon which wound up 
the series.

The sudden death of Ron Neil, 
noted Auckland businessman and 
yachtsman, came as a shock to 
many people. 

Ron Neil is best remembered 
in the sailing world as skipper of 
the 42ft Bob Stewart-designed 
Carmen in which he had many 
successes including second place 
in the 1967 Whangarei-Noumea 
race. Before he had Carmen, built 
by Max Carter, Mr Neil owned and 
sailed the Stewart 34 Patiko, also 
a consistent place-getter.

SYDNEY looks like returning to the 

past if the number of sailing ships 
that will be in the harbour for the 
Centenary Celebrations comes up to 
expectations. There will be ships from 
Europe including the 70 year old top- 
sail schooner Regina Maris from 
Scandinavia and the beautiful sailing 
The Chilean Navy training ship 
Esmeralda has made two previous trips 
to Australasia and has a very great 
following. It is expected that the Indo- 
nesian training vessel Dewarutji may 
attend plus some of the vessels that 
take part in the annual Tall Ships 
race in Europe. 

On the local front our own rela- 
tively few sailing ships have been mak- 
ing the news. The old Swedish trader 
Avanti that made it to Sydney by dint 
of much bailing has been sold, sunk 
and then sold again.

Although a keen band of old 
steam men the boys of the society have 
made it their aim to try to salve the 
70 year old Avanti as she is possibly 
Australia’s last chance to obtain a 
veteran sailing ship for exhibition pur- 
poses. The Avanti is almost rotten 
and sank the night after her forced 
sale. In need of repairs on her arrival, 
the local Customs people told her crew 
that if she didn’t sail within one year 
she would be sold to make up the 
import taxes that they would claim. 
The local maritime authority then 
stepped in and said that she couldn’t 
sail within the year unless they agreed 
that she was seaworthy. The crew 
couldn’t earn enough money to fix 
her and work on her at the same time 
so as to be finished within the year 
so she was sold cheaply. Be warned. 
If you come to Australia watch out

Do your readers believe that 
youngsters should be encouraged to 
play a full and active part in the 
community? The Haringey Emergency 
Corps does and we are now trying 
to recruit lads who are not afraid of 
hard work and getting their hands

dirty. These are for our Commando 
Group, a highly trained rescue team 
with an integrated membership of 
adults and boys over the age of 14. 
The Group is intended to be able to 
go anywhere and tackle any task 
requiring technical skills and con- 
certed muscular effort, whether it be 
a national disaster or a community 
project. 


After our latest demonstration of 
the rescue of “live casualties” from 
heights of up to 30ft, a _ police 
observer noted that he had been im- 
pressed by the workmanlike approach 
to the problems and expert way in 
which the equipment had _ been 
handled — a statement which can be 
coupled to the fact that we are now 
on Scotland Yard’s list for call-out in 
an emergency. This in itself should 
give confidence in the ability of these 
young rescue workers . . . yet still 
when it is known that those who 
took part in this demonstration were 
only 14 years old, one can sense 
doubts in people’s minds. 


We do not pretend that we would 
put such youngsters at risk in the 
front line of rescue operations in a 
disaster. We know they have a lot to 
Jearn, but should their youth detract 
from proven technical ability and bar 
them from an opportunity to help? 
The other week, while adults were 
standing gaping at the wreckage of a 
motor crash, six of our boys diverted 
main road traffic around the scene of 
the accident and were asked to con- 
tinue this work even after the arrival 
of the police. 


Although our emergency corps now 
has basic equipment, we still have to 
provide essentials ranging from pro- 
tective clothing to tools and tents. We 
are a voluntary organisation and 
need $12,000 to make the group fully 
operational. To this end we are hold- 
ing stamp fairs in March and Novem- 
ber, 1970, as a means of raising 
funds. If any of your readers could 
help by donating used postage stamps, 
we would be most grateful. They may 
not enable a 14-year-old to save a 
life, but at least they will help to 
make useful citizens.

I had 
just about given up and was con- 
sidering all sorts of nasty things, like 
altering the underwater shape of the 
hull etc. 

The problem came out into the 
open after putting a tin of Bardahl 
into the gear box. Well you can guess 
the result, the boat would not go at 
any speed above an idle, It was here 
the penny dropped, and a few minutes 
discussion with a local engineer and 
a few minutes work solved the prob- 
lem. 

I wish to take this opportunity in 
thanking you, your experts, and all 
your readers for the interest shown.

Trimaran crew 


In reply to Mr Plinston’s letter in 
your August issue regarding the diffi- 
culty of obtaining experienced crew 
for ocean-going multihulls, I thought 
he might be interested in how we 
went about the situation. 

Firstly I was fortunate enough to 
have a good friend forgo his oppor- 
tunity to a race in the Suva race and 
offer to take over my crew as sailing 
master-navigator on Tattoo. He is an 
experienced ocean racing man and 
my thanks go to him for a great job 
he did on the trip. He, myself and 
another crew member had crewed 
together in the 1966 Suva race. 

Two others in the crew are building 
their own tri’s, 40ft and 48ft, with 
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the intention of ocean going and did 
the trip to Suva to gain experience 
before launching their own boats, a 
thing that all would-be ocean going 
skippers should endeavour to do. I 
believe one of these men has since 
changed his mind after doing the trip 
and is selling his boat as is, the other 
who had intended cruising soon after 
launching his tri without any sailing 
experience at all, has decided that 
there is far more to ocean cruising 
than he thought and will now cruise 
locally for at least 12 months before 
going overseas. 

Crewman No 6 had sailed from 
Australia to Dunedin before joining us 
for this trip, and crewman No 7 had 
crewed on a tri in Auckland. Crew- 
man No 8 is a very successful tri- 
maran harbour racing skipper and 
crewman No 9 likewise in a Thunder- 
bird. The tenth member of the crew 
was a girl cook who also had trimaran 
experience. 

A few weeks before leaving, a meet- 
ing was held in my home with full 
crew attending, so that the boys who 
were new to ocean going could be 
briefed on what personal gear and 
safety equipment they were expected 
to supply themselves, how to use the 
equipment, and many questions and 
problems thrashed out in the process. 

Lastly one weekend we took the 
boat out beyond Great Barrier and 
gave the uninitiated some experience 
in watch-keeping, and what was 
expected of them on the trip. 

As this was my first overseas trip 
in Tattoo and I did not know how she 
would perform oceanwise, I made the 
crew take it easy, even to reducing 
sail at night, and the only hitch on 
the trip was a broken mizzen halyard 
just before reaching Suva. 


All the crew enjoyed the trip and 
would do it again, but my navigator 
quotes (and these are my sentiments 
too), “Although I myself will always 
be a monohull type, I am also quite 
sure that a trimaran correctly handled 
is quite safe and in my opinion could 
go anywhere.” 

Tattoo was built specially for cruis- 
ing in the Pacific and with a shallow 
draught is the ideal for these waters. 


Hoping that our approach to the 
problem of obtaining crew might be 
of interest to others,

Marina fees 
Dear Sir, 

The recent controversy over the 
raising of marina fees, and the propo- 
sals for residential marina development 
in Auckland, are symptomatic of a 
national malaise. Many yacht clubs 
and other facilities for water sports 
face the constant headache of having 
their structures and amenities re- 
moved or demolished as a result of 
development proposals by the local 
Harbour Board. 

Harbour Boards, which in most 
cases control the destiny of waterfront 
recreation facilities in New Zealand, 
were set up to provide and administer 
facilities for commercial shipping. No 
doubt they have done a good job in 
this field, but in other aspects of 
waterfront development practical ex- 
perience usually triumphs over 
aesthetics or amenity, The Harbour 
Boards are obviously equipped to 
decide whether new port facilities are 
required. They are also equipped to 
decide the most economical location 
for them. What they are not equipped 
to do is to say whether the commercial 
benefit of a port reclamation out- 
weighs the community loss of sea 
frontage, recreation facilities, etc. 

The statutory obligation to plan for 
the public interest should not stop at 
the high water mark. Harbour Boards 
should be required to seek the appro- 
val of territorial local bodies for any 
development work, under the provi- 
sions of the Town and Country Plan- 
ning Act, instead of (as at present) 
initiating empowering legislation of 
their own accord. 

The responsibility for recreational 
planning should become that of the 
cities, and Harbour Boards would then 
be left to perform the specialised 
function for which they were created.

SEA SPRAY 


What size prop? 

HAVE built a small three point 
hydroplane of about the same dimen- 
sions as the Water Beatle. At the 
moment it is powered by a Jawa 
350cc motor cycle engine with the 
drive to the shaft via the gearbox on 
the motor. I am, however, finding 
great difficulty in getting a suitable 
propeller locally; the present one 
which has been cut down from an 
unknown size to approximately 74 x 6 
allows the motor to over-rev without 
getting anywhere. 

I would think it would need about 
a 7 x 10 (the clearance to the bottom 
of the hull is only four inches), does 
this sound about right to you and 
could you suggest anywhere I might 
obtain one? It would also have to be 
left hand pitch and fit a in shaft.

@ You could fit an 8in or Qin 
propeller as you need a hull clearance 
of only 20% of the prop diameter. 
However we suggest you write to the 
designer whose experience with the 
performance of the craft with differ- 
ent power units and prop sizes would 
be more valuable than any theoretical 
calculations we could make for you. 
Left hand props of this size to fit in 
shafting are available in Auckland. 


More speed 

I have a 13ft Sea Nymph V13, 
powered by a 75hp McCulloch. I am 
using an 114 by 16 OJ 2-bladed 
propeller which turns at 4900 revs at 
full throttle giving a top speed of 
41mph with two aboard. 

I think that with a 7Shp motor I 
should get more speed from the hull 
and would like your opinion and 
advice.

tial and in tight turns the high thrust 
could overcome the reduced lateral 
area, resulting in a flip. 

Some good 1I16-footers only get 
35mph with your power; you seem 
to be doing just fine, and to get any 
more speed it looks as though you 
may need more boat. 


What to build ? 


I am interested in building or buy- 
ing a boat but don’t know what type. 
I have already built a 10ft 6in dinghy 
and feel I am capable of building a 
larger boat, approximately 13ft to 
14ft. However I have read plenty of 
adverts and am rather confused as to 
the best type of boat for my require- 
ments. 

I should like something suitable for 
waterskiing and general day fishing at 
Taupo and in Hawkes Bay up to 
about five miles out. Outboard motor 
preferred. Total weight about six hun- 
dredweight. The adverts advise plan- 
ing hulls, shallow vee hulls, deep vee 
hulls, cathedral hulls, etc. What do 
you say? 

Are plywood covered hulls satis- 
factory? Do you think fibreglass is an 
advantage?

@ Deciding on what to build is a 
personal thing and we don’t know that 
we can help very much. Require- 
ments, waterskiing — boat needs to be 
large enough to use 30 or 40 hp out- 
board motor. Fishing at Taupo — a 
boat not too large to trail in comfort 
from Napier. Fishing five miles out 
in Hawkes Bay — almost an open 


coast. Size of boat will depend on 
number of people actually carried — 
overloading should be avoided. Total 
weight six hundredweight — this cuts 
size to 16ft. 

For type of hull we would suggest 
medium vee to give maximum speed 
with a given amount of power for 
ski towing, stability at slow speed or 
at anchor for fishing. 

Plywood hulls are not new and 
have been well tried. As in other 
materials construction can be sound or 
otherwise. For all your requirements 
it is good. 

Fibreglass adds strength, minimises 
maintenance, and providing the inside 
is sealed as well, prevents water 
soakage to add weight and reduce 
speed. 

Everyone has his own likes and dis- 
likes in hulls. That's what makes 
boating what it is. There is nothing in 
any of the hulls you mention that 
prohibits them from being used for 
your purpose. 


Fully laden 


I am writing for advice on the 
correct propeller to use with our cabin 
cruiser. The boat is a 16ft 6in Spencer 
Chiquita with a Ford Consul Mk II 
marine inboard motor, and at present 
we are using an 11 x Qin propeller 
which gives us a speed, on fresh 
water, of 23 mph, fully laden. Would 
you consider that we are obtaining 
the best possible performance under 
these conditions or could this be 
improved with a change of propeller?

@ Assuming your prop I] x 9 is true 
to marking, it is what we would sug- 
gest for your boat. Speed 23 mph 
could be better but “fully laden” 
could explain this. Weight is the killer 
of speed. 

You have not stated what rpm has 
been achieved but if the load is heavy 
and rpm below the maximum then a 
reduction of I inch in pitch would 
improve matters. This is assuming that 
engine checks okay and that fuel 
supply, engine temperature, exhaust 
and tuning are okay.

Pacific boat-runner strip is a solid 
rubber compound, 17in wide, 5/16in 
thick, with grooved upper, that is 
fixed to the running edge of the trailer, 
replacing side rollers or pads. The 
smooth surfaces of the grooved strip 
facilitates the movement of the boat 
on and off the trailer.

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Yacht Club to transfer its headquarters. 
The club has been granted an area on a 
reclamation a quarter of a mile further 
toward the sea than the present one. 
The old area is to be claimed for a 
roadway. 

Using money it is holding in reserve, 
together with compensation from the 
harbour board and local council, the 
club will be able to build a worthy 
clubhouse. 

Its present building — erected for a 
Sanders Cup series in the early 1950s 
— is rather small. 

Work on the new building will start 
toward the end of this season, and by 
the beginning of the next the club should 
be out of its present area. 

Mr Hugh Kingham, a life member of 
the club, and their CYA delegate, says 
the new slipway, which will be enclosed 
by a breakwater, is expected to be quite 
good except in Canterbury’s notorious 
north-westerlies.

A. Carr in Tempest took the trophy 
as handicap winner of the race. 

@ The first major clubs to open were 
the Christchurch Yacht Club on Sat- 
urday, 20 September, and the Mount 
Pleasant Yacht Club on Sunday 21. The 


opening functions were an_ interesting 
contrast. 
Mount Pleasant have decided as a 


matter of club policy to shun opening 
day ceremonials, and kept their opening 
‘short and sweet. 


CYC — starting their 79th season — 
had an impressive list of guests. Their 
speakers included the CYA _ president 
(Mr W. H. Beanland), the Leader of 
the Opposition (Mr Kirk), the Mayor of 
‘Christchurch (Mr A. R. Guthrey) who 
is a keen sailor, and another city coun- 
cillor (Mr P. Skellerup). 

The open class handicap race for the 
Mayoral Cup at CYC was sailed in 
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light weather. There were two laps, and 
after the first (the longer one) about 
half the fleet, including all the catama- 
rans, withdrew when the wind vanished. 

So the race became a slow duel be- 
tween the Finns of John Wearn (who 
finally won), Brian Treleaven, and Frank 
Dickson, and Dayele Hobson’s OK. The 
latter did well to edge Treleaven, Can- 
terbury Finn Champion, out of third 
placing, and also took the trophy on 
handicap. 

David Partington was first home in 
the P class handicap race for the Com- 
modore’s Cup.

At Mount Pleasant, the southern 
catamaran capital, the catamaran turn- 
out this summer is likely to be about 
eight boats better than last summer’s. 
One of the new boats on the scene will 
be a moulded A class built and designed 
by Bill Hende. 


@ News from Wellington’s association 
that a minimum of seven entries is re- 
quired for the 1970 Moffat Cup series 
to be held stirred up some regrets and 
nostalgic memories. But it taxed officials’ 
memories to recall when last a Canter- 
bury yacht went to this contest, and 
there will be no local entry this time 
either. 

Last season the CYA _ handbook 
listed 20 Idle Alongs, but this summer 
they, along with Frostbites, seem to be 
officially written off. 

I saw only one Idle Along on the 

water last summer — at Lyttelton, and 
it was not racing. 
@ R class people seem to have a pen- 
chant for giving their yachts rather 
belligerent sounding soubriquets, and 
Chris Morgan named his new one Rage. 
It is a Doug Harrison design, very much 
like Relent, and Murray Davis, who 
sailed with Morgan in Junior Cherubs, 
is crewing for him. 

Morgan is a hard worker for yachting 
outside racing too — he is racing sec- 
retary at Mount Pleasant, and busy in 
provincial administration as well. 


@ Arnold Francis’ sloop Gazette has 
been up for sale, and apparently he is 
building another centreboard craft of 
shoal draught for cruising.

Napier Sailing Club

The clubhouse story 


Every Saturday, anything up to 80 
yachts race at Napier, and at the New 
Year Regatta, this number can reach a 


-hundred. Furthermore, Napier is one of 


the most popular venues for national 
championships. 


Development on this scale was fore- 
seen some years ago, and the club 
instituted a building levy, in order to 
build a clubhouse that would provide 
decent facilities for such large numbers, 
the old one being completely inadequate. 
This levy of $4 per annum on senior 
members has since been incorporated 
with the subscription. 


The original idea was to build a two- 
storey clubhouse, with ablution block and 
boat storage on the ground floor, and 
hall and kitchen up top. Last year plans 
were drawn up, and it was found that 
with the fire ratings required by the 
building code, we would be constructing 
the most expensive boat storage in N.Z. 
on the ground floor. 


At this stage, all the experts on the 
committee decided to hand the job over 
to a real expert and accordingly engaged 
Mr G. Natusch, architect and club 
member, to find a solution to the 
problem. Mr Natusch produced a most 
attractive plan, which was instantly and 
unanimously accepted. 


It will be seen from the photograph, 
that the design is vaguely Sydney Opera 
House. There is a mezzanine lounge 
under the high shell facing north to the 
anchorage and sea, while the main 
ground floor provides social and dancing 
facilities, with a well equipped kitchen 
and a committee room. One great 
advantage of the design is that it allows 
the ablution block to be built completely, 
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The Napier Sailing Club’s new clubhouse, looking from the north to the ablution block 
under construrction. The dotted line indicates the roof shell of the main building 


before a start is made on the main 
building. 

As will be seen from the illustration, 
the foundations for the whole building 
have been laid, and the ablution block, 
which is urgently needed, should be ready 
for the New Year regatta. 

It is difficult to estimate the cost 
accurately, as all the building so far has 
been done by voluntary labour of club 
members, whom we thank most sin- 
cerely. However, it is too much to ask 
them to build the main structure, so 
tenders wil be called for this in due 
course. Meanwhile, we anticipate that all 
the foundations and the complete ablu- 
tion block will be finished comfortably 
within the present $6,000 funds available. 
For stage two, special means of raising 
money, such as debentures, will probably 
be resorted to. 

Rental boat storage will be provided 
in other buildings, such as the old club- 


house.

The CCOA 
will view the workings of this committee 
with great interest since the age group 
they are concerned with is also the age 
group from which we gain the majority 
of our members. The aim of the NZYF 
is to create a yachting climate in New 
Zealand in which the fostering of an 
intermediate class or classes can proceed 
positively. There are various ways in 
which this could be done, but one of 
the most promising was that suggested 
by Hal Wagstaff. This would involve 
the donation of a trophy for the New 
Zealand Intermediate Yachting champ- 
pionship. This contest would be held in 
rotation at various New Zealand ports 
in a selected intermediate class (in 
Wellington this might be Junior Cherubs 
or Z class; in Auckland it might be 
Mistrals, Rothmans Father and Son 
class etc.) To be eligible for selection 
a class would have to fulfil certain 
requirements and have sufficient mem- 
bers. 


At present these proposals do not 
directly affect us but it is possible that 
in the future the Cherub class could 
play a part in the promotion of inter- 
mediate yachting. Your ideas on inter- 
mediate yachting and the role the 
CCOA could or should play will be 
welcome. As you should all know our 
P.O. Box number is 2792, Auckland. 

On Wednesday 1 October the annual 
general meeting of the CCOA was held 
at Tamaki Yacht Club. Being the first 
AGM I have been able to attend I 
was amazed at the lack of response.

U.K. Cherub champs 


Hugh Brown and Dave _Doige 
recently took part in the U.K. Champs 
held at Hayling Island in the south east 
of England. Their preparations were 
rather hectic as the boat they had 
arranged to borrow did not eventuate. 
With the help of John Sinclair (formerly 
Canterbury fleet captain) whom they 
met in London, Hugh and Dave located 
a Mk VII Cherub and drove furiously 
around the countryside in Freddie 
Babcock’s (U.K. Cherub Association 
president) estate car in order to collect 
the boat and reach the venue on time. 

This was the first time that the U.K. 
Cherub Association had allowed an 
outside club to run their champs. They 
were run on business lines and many 
were upset by the professionalism. 

Hugh found that the Mk VII per- 
formed well, though a new design called 
the Gregory Mk VI dominated the 
series. This design had the maximum 
beam well aft, a saucer-shaped transom, 
and a swinging centreplate. There were 
53 starters but it became apparent 
that about 15 really knew what Cherubs 
are all about. Those who know Hugh’s 
impressive provincial and national 
yachting record will gain some idea of 
the standard of competition when he 
tells us that he was placed only in one 
race (which he won actually) and this 
was as a result of the changes made 
to the official placings after sail mea- 
suring had been carried out. } 

Measurements of the sails of the first 
six place-getters in the first three races 
caused havoc to the results. So much 
so in fact that Hugh did not actually 
say who had won the series! He does 
give the official results for each race 
however, and these are as_ follows: 
Race 1 Rumour (Brown) 1, Live Wire 
(Oak) 2, Ao-tea-Roa (Bond) 3; race 2

Stiletto Class 
Owners 
Association

The Stiletto class seems to be boom- 
ing in the way that only centreboard 
boats sometimes do. John Spencer has 
sold over 100 sets of plans and this, 
within one year of the first boats being 
launched. Thirty or so of the plans have 
been sold overseas, mainly in Australia 
but also in U.K. and Fiji, and 70 in New 
Zealand. Recently the SCOA circulated 
to its members a questionnaire from 
which we obtained 54 replies and I 
have summarised these as follows — 
boats in the water, Auckland 10, Christ- 
church 2, Napier 1, Tauranga 1, Norfolk 
Island 1; launching 69-70 season, Auck- 
land 11, Christchurch 5, Wellington 2, 
Tauranga 1, Dunedin 1; _ building, 
Auckland 7, Christchurch 1, Gisborne 1, 
Morrinsville 1, Napier 3; intending to 
build, Auckland 3, Whangarei 1, Kawa 
Kawa 1. 

The figures listed under the last two 
headings are probably inaccurate 
because 16 more plans have been sold 
than the number of returned question- 
naires and some people who have pur- 
chased plans from agencies are not 
members of SCOA and as a result were 
not circulated with the questionnaire. 

The first Stiletto to be launched was 
Dale Peterson’s Antares and this was in 
Tauranga in mid 1968. Since then 
Antares has been sailed to Whangarei, 
and then to Norfolk Island where Dale 
has a business. We received a letter from 
Dale recently and the following are 
some interesting extracts. 


“So far Antares has sailed over 1500 
ocean miles and has suffered no damage 
structurally. The only damage so far 
was the tearing off of the sum log im- 
peller unit when I became entangled in 
a tow line while at anchor behind a 
trawler. 

“During 1969 I have completed a dis- 
tance of approximately 800 miles mainly 
in the Tasman and around our island 
here. 

“Last January I had the unfortunate 
experience to be caught solo in the water 
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when the hurricane Colleen hit the 
island and I immediately set sail for 
dzeper water toward Lord Howe 
Island. After four days, two of which 
were under bare poles I was able to 
return to the island without any damage 
except for the above-mentioned when a 
trawler took me in tow three miles from 
the island. The estimated wind velocity 
of Colleen — force 10-11 and minimum 
force 6! Lowest recorded reading on my 
anenometer 55 knots and the maximum 
off the scale which reads up to 80 knots. 

“Antares holds a New Zealand Marine 
Survey certificate. I am very interested 
in the class and am off to New Caledonia 
in late December.” 


While it may not be everyone’s cup of 
tea Dale has proved that the Stiletto has 
got ocean cruising capability.

During the winter we have been 
talking about the theoretical side of 
sailing, but now that the season has 
commenced let us turn our attention to 
more practical things. By working hard 
all the winter you will, of course, have 
obtained that good smooth surface on 
all the underwater parts of the hull 
including the centreboard and rudder. 
The fairleads for jib and _ spinnaker 
sheets will have been checked to see that 
they are just that — fair. 

They must be smooth so that they 
offer the minimum friction to the sheets 
that pass through them. The sheets 
themselves you will have carefully 
examined to see they are not frayed, 
especially where they have been gripped 
by camjam cleats. The spinnaker and 
main halyards will have been similiarly 
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looked to. One special point to be 
watched here ——- some Flying Ant 
skippers have been using various types 
of halyard locks on the main halyard. 
There is nothing in the class restrictions 
which bars the use of these so long as 
they comply with the rule which states 
“halyards shall be rope (synthetics 
optional), the mainsail shall be hoisted 
and lowered from the cockpit”. Should 
you be using a halyard lock you would 
be advised to ensure that you can actu- 
ally “hoist and lower from the cockpit”. 
Sometime during the season you could 
be asked by an official of the Associa- 
tion to demonstrate. 


At a recent talk given to the Howick 
Yacht Club members who have graduated 
from Flying Ants to Junior Cherubs, 
Ian McGill, an ex-champion of the class, 
gave some very practical hints on the 
handling of the craft. One of his ideas 
which I thought could be used by Fly- 
ing Ant crews was the use of a double- 
ended spinnaker boom. He _ suggested 
that jaws be put on each end of the 
boom and that a hook for the tack also 
be duplicated but placed on opposite 
sides of the boom. Stops at mid-length 
for the topping-lift/downhaul are short 
dowel pegs or even merely screws pro- 
jecting about +4in. When gybing, the 
boom is taken off the mast and that end 
passed behind the jib and clipped on to 
what now becomes the new tack of the 
spinnaker. As the boom is turned over to 
do this the stops are slid through the 
eye in the topping-lift/downhaul so that 
it is in the right position to do its job 
when the boom is pushed out. This is a 
new technique to me but I see no rea- 
son why it should not be as fast and 
simple on a Flying Ant as Ian declares 
it is on a Junior Cherub. I would re- 
commend however that only crews who 
have a reasonable grasp of normal spin- 
naker setting use it. I don’t think that it 
would be very wise for beginners to try 
to use this method. 


In previous notes I have stressed the 
importance of correct trimming both 
fore and aft and athwartships. Now fore 
and aft trim is determined by where you 
sit in the boat. Trimming athwartship is 
largely a matter of how you sit. In light 
weather this is no problem, but as the 
wind freshens so it becomes more dif- 
ficult to hold the boat upright. The cor- 
rect positioning and tensioning of toe- 
straps is all important here. It is impos- 
sible to stack out properly unless these 
straps are in the right place. You can 
use your weight effectively to hold your 
Ant up only if you are reasonably com- 
fortable. I can not tell you just where 
your toe-straps should go. You must find 
the best position by experimenting. This 
can only be done ashore. Remember that 
you may be stacking for long periods 
during a race. So aim to be comfortable 
even if it means that you are not quite 
as far outboard as possible. If you can 
stack the whole of the windward legs 
you will always hold an advantage over 
someone who has to ease up every now 
and then because he is not able to hold 
an uncomfortable position. 


The last point I wish to bring to your 
notice this month concerns venturis, or 
suction bailers. These can be of any type 


in a Flying Ant and there are some very 
effective devices on the market. However 
the cheapest and simplest bailer is a 
piece of #in. inside diameter copper tube 
cut at 45° on the bottom end. It should 
project about 4in. before the angle com- 
mences. This gets it below the layer of 
water which is carried along with the 
bottom of the hull. It should be flush 
with the cockpit floor inside and can be 
made to pull out and be replaced with a 
cork when not in use. I prefer that it be 
fixed in place and the cork used inside 
the tube itself. This means however that 
great care must always be used when 
placing the hull on, or taking it off, the 
cradle and also when launching and 
coming ashore. The skipper must always 
remember that he has those projections 
below the hull. These #in. tube venturis 
will adequately cope with all the water 
that a Flying Ant cockpit will hold but 
they can only do their job if the boat 
is moving and the faster the better.

Ferro-cement 
Marine Promotion 
Association

Madang Ferro Concrete Industries of 
Madang New Guinea have written 
stating that they have found Australian 
made pozzolan is unsatisfactory but un- 
fortunately they do not say why. Would 
anybody reading these notes who has 
any knowledge of Australian made 
pozzolan please write to this column 
and tell us of any failures or successes 
they have had with it? Pozzolan is 
diatomite so should be the same product 
the world over. 

Diatomite is the calcified remains of 
millions upon millions of dead diatomes. 
These diatomes have lived and still live 
in the sea where they die and sink to the 
bottom. After millions of years the land 
rises and you have a deposit of diatomite 
which the Romans called pozzolan after 
the town where it was first used. The 
Romans used a mixture of pozzolan and 
lime to make the mortar needed to 
cement stones and blocks together to 
form aqueducts. This plaster had to be 
watertight and it has stood the test of 
2,000 years. 

This pozzolan lime plaster has the 
disadvantage of taking six months to set 
but apart from this it seems perfect in 
every way. The purpose of pozzolan in 
modern boat plaster is to combine with 
the free lime and form a solid plaster. 
If you have free lime in the hull of your 
ship the water can dissolve it and form 
water channels into the steel reinforcing 
inside your plaster. This free lime can 
be seen in the form of white streaks 
dribbling down the outside of concrete 
water tanks. 

A well attended meeting was held by 
the Association in the Ponsonby Cruising 
Club’s hall in September. Originally Mr. 
E. Johnson was to have spoken on plas- 
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tering a ferro cement hull but at the last 
moment he was unable to attend. 

The gap was filled by Richard Hartley 
showing slides of Pharaoh, Dennis 
Bailey’s Queenslander design being built 
in Whangarei. They showed the cabin- 
top being built from hard drawn wire 
and wire netting. There were also slides 
of Pharaoh’s launching and various ones 
of her sailing. Three of them showed her 
angle of heel, speed etc in progressively 
increasing wind strength, driving her at 
54 knots, 64 knots and 74 knots. At 74 
knots, with the wind abeam, she was at 
her maximum hull speed. Past this speed 
she went slower as the wind increased 
until sail was reduced and then she 
picked up to 74 knots again. 

Mr Hartley also showed slides of the 
Royal Suva Yacht Club, Shi Bui with her 
temporary rudder at the end of the Suva 
race, several Auckland boats aground in 
Suva harbour as the result of an ab- 
normally low tide, and also some of the 
race fleet tied up at the Trade Winds 
Hotel. 

Question time produced a wealth of 
information from Brian Donovan. He 
stated, with considerable knowledge and 
experience to back him, that 16 gauge 
soft black iron tie wire was superior to 
the harder galvanised tie wire. He also 
convinced us that the best and easiest 
method of tying these ties was with a 
bag tie welded to the handle of a set of 
vice grips. The vice grips were then 
clamped on the tie wire and the bag 
tie handle pulled. This resulted in the 
tie being tied to the right tension. These 
are then cut off jin. long and are bent 
over so the ends are inside the mesh. 

Mr. Donovan also explained how phos- 
phoric acid protected steel and he out- 
lined his policy of having a steel stern 
tube and in some cases a cast iron pro- 
peller so there was no mixing of metals 
in his ferro cement designs. He pointed 
out that steamers have steel stern tubes 
so there is no reason why ferro cement 
boats shouldn’t have them too. He also 
pointed out that any part of a vessel 
below the water line is not as subject 
to rust because of the lack of oxygen. 
This statement is borne out by the fact 
that steamers rust worst between wind 
and water (just above the waterline). 
They also rust badly about the deck 
where the water can get at exposed 
surfaces of steel. 

Mr. Donovan pointed out that ferro 
cement is a plastic which can be moulded 
and used in a superior method to plank- 
ing or other materials and when design- 
ing a ferro cement boat the designer 
should not limit himself to traditional 
materials or methods but should evolve 
the cheapest and best construction 
methods and materials possible.

Darcy Price, who joined the R class 
ranks where he has sailed with con- 
siderable success, has bought Xotic and 
will add interest to the racing of the 
Fourteen fleet. This boat, sailed for 
some time by Bill Camp, is thought by 
some to be one of the best hulls around. 

“Butch” Todd is building a new boat 
and undoubtedly has every intention of 
winning the cup on his home waters. 
This is no idle thought, as he has come 
steadily closer to it in the last two 
contests and is a very consistent sailor 
with an experienced and capable crew. 

Ray Shearer in Caprice is never to be 
underestimated. At his best he is hard to 
beat, and the fight for representative 
honours should revolve around these 
three boats. 

There is some doubt at the time of 
writing as to whether Bruce Bulger will 
be sailing Heather this season, but if 
he decides to and finds a good crew he 
will be a force to be reckoned with — 
there is a lot of experience behind him. 

Gary Dillon has had his ups and 
downs in Coronet over the last two 
seasons, but has shown form on occa- 
sions which does not allow him to be 
left out of the picture. 

_ Maurice Hall in Red Shadow will be 
in his second season, and is one of the 


keenest skippers. He put up one or two 
good performances last season. 

Caravelle, sailed by Lyn Johnston, has 
shown at times that it can be well up 
in the running, and with a stable crew 
of nearly five seasons experience should 
add to the competition. 

The Otago X Class Association is 
planning a first rate contest from the 
upper harbour, with the steadily im- 
proving facilities of Vauxhall as a base.

Diamond 
a 
Dealings 


by Prospector 


Several seasons racing, day sailing and 
modest cruising have enabled us to 
form well defined impressions of the 
Diamond’s characteristics, and we pen 
these for the benefit of interested yachts- 
men. It is not easy to be objective, 
because a Diamond owner is naturally 
an enthusiast for the marque, but we 
have tried to be sensible. There are 
certainly no exaggerations or misrepre- 
sentations contained in our reflections. 
Performance 

The Diamond performs well in all 
weathers, but her forte is perhaps her 
ability to cope with fresh winds. She 


stands up manfully to windward, and 
when sheets are eased will plane at 
15 knots and better, in 20 to 25 knot 
breezes with the spinnaker flying. The 
modest sail area is something of a han- 
dicap in drifting conditions, but as soon 
as there is enough breeze to fill the 
sails, she accelerates quickly. Pointing 
ability is as good as that of any com- 
parable yacht, and is largely dependent 
on sail draught, as in all craft. A nasty 
head sea tends to see her make leeway, 
but if sailed free in these conditions 
windward ability is surprisingly im- 
proved. At all times the wake is flat and 
undisturbed, indicating an easily driven 
boat. 


Dryness 

Ultra light displacement confers the 
virtue of maximum buoyancy and mini- 
mum water on the deck, and the 
Diamond has this attribute to the full. 
In a Gulf chop she tosses some spray, 
but much less than a_ conventional 
keeler, and it’s difficult to find anything 
in the bilge even on a hard day. The 
healthy freeboard helps too. The crew 
can sit snugly under the side decks and 
remain completely dry under any con- 
ditions experienced so far. 


Comfort 


The beam of 7ft (less one inch) is 
generous for a one-design racer, and 
this, combined with a reasonably long 
waterline, confers a great deal of room. 
This is a boon when racing, and for 
picnic sailing it would be difficult to 
find a boat so ideal in this respect. 
Everybody aboard can spread his elbows 
with impunity, and there’s bags of area 
for sunbathing on the after deck and, 
if the wind is keen, on the cockpit floor. 

The helmsman’s position is sheer joy, 
and is tops for relaxation and enjoyment. 
Visibility is excellent, sheets within arms 
reach, and the tiller falls comfortably 
to hand.

The low total weight ensures a sen- 
sitive sailing machine, and when this 
is allied with a balanced rudder, the 
result is fingertip control. The Diamond 
is light on the helm, and so much so, 
that it takes a bit of getting used to. 
The boat has to be sailed to windward 
with featherlight touch to get the best 
out of her . . . she won’t eat up into 
the wind with weight on the helm as do 
many boats, but once in the groove it’s 
a mighty nice feeling. Manoeuvring 
under mainsail or headsail is as per 
dinghy, and she has no vices, except 
perhaps a curious reluctance to pay off, 
when first you throw over the mooring. 
Tacking is easy and positive, and the 
yacht is highly manoeuvrable, which is 
a boon at close quarters. Minor adjust- 
ments to sheet trim have a big effect 
on performance, and the Diamond is 
quick to show whether or not you are 
trimming correctly. 


Stiffness 
Early critics of the Diamond were 
adamant about one prophecy . . . that 


the boat couldn’t possibly carry any sail 
in a breeze, and would merely “lie over 
and kick”. This opinion was so voci- 
ferously stated, and by so many 
“experts” that pioneer builders were 
beset by serious doubts as to their wis- 
dom in choosing to build such a tender 
craft. The only evidence we had to 
bolster our shaken confidence was the 
objective report given by the leading 
British yachtsman and journalist, Jack 
Knights, who in describing his experi- 
ence when helming the prototype in 
winning the Round the Island race in the 
Solent, was loud in his praises. Indeed, 
almost all of the early overseas reports 
indicated that the boat was surprisingly 
stiff, and we fondled this crumb of 
comfort almost in desperation. 

When the first boat (Rainbow) was 
launched here, our misgivings were 
strengthened by her obvious deficiency 
in carrying sail . . . she just wouldn’t 
stand up to windward. The critics 
rubbed their hands in glee, and we were 
downcast. Building had to go on, how- 
ever, as two more boats were part built, 
but the next boat to float off the cradle 
was delivered to the water almost fur- 
tively, the owner being anxious to evade 
the witticisms of his fellow yachtsmen. 
This boat was Shillelagh, and in her 
first duel with Rainbow it was imme- 
diately apparent that something was 
amiss, as Shillelagh outsailed her oppon- 
ent on the wind with ease, and appeared 
to be very much more able in every 
way, except perhaps on the run. This 
performance encouraged the small band 
of enthusiasts greatly, and afforded 
great relief to those owners engaged in 
building, and their relief was profound 
when it was discovered that Rainbow 
was under-ballasted by at least 300Ib, 
amounting to about 25 per cent of her 
total keel weight (designed). Since then, 
Rainbow has had this omission rectified, 
and she is now as good to windward as 
the rest of the fleet The Diamond will 
carry full main and genoa in breezes up 
to 30 knots, and most Auckland boats 
have raced in 40-knot conditions with 
full rag and have still been more com- 
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Shillelagh (22) and Rainbow having a good race on the Waitemata last season 


fortable than heavy displacement boats 
well reefed. This experience is substan- 
tiated by Australian Diamond owners. 


Crewing 


Sheet loads are relatively low as the 
sail area is small, so that mighty 
muscles are not necessary, although 
weight as ballast in the right place is 
always an aid to winning races. Most 
sheets and controls lead to the handler 
at waist level, rendering it easier to 
apply force if necessary, and the gear 
comes easily to hand. Again, because 
the sail area is small, the risk of injury 
is slight if something does break, and 
this is comforting in a blow. The spin- 
naker can be hoisted and lowered from 
the big cockpit, and goes up and down 
like a yo-yo. Three is the racing crew, 
but the Diamond can be sailed single- 
handed with ease. 


Accommodation 


Two pipe berths are specified, plus 
portable lockers, and there is plenty 
of room to sleep at least another two, 
overnight. Auckland Diamonds have 
cruised the length of our northern 
coastline for extended periods, and taken 
part in overnight races to Te Kouma, 
Kawau and similar venues. Aussie Dia- 
monds race regularly in blue water 
races, and have won more than their 
share too. Some local owners have added 
cabin tops, toilets and all the trappings 
of conventional cruisers, but they have 
found this unsatisfactory, as perform- 
ance is greatly reduced and the boat is 
unable to compete. For Auckland con- 
ditions the simple Diamond accommo- 
dation as designed is close to being 
ideal. 


Safety 


Where a yacht has an open cockpit 
as distinct from a  self-drainer, the 
question of disposal of unwanted water 


arises, and at first sight there is a big 
cubic capacity awaiting the ever aggres- 
sive sea in the Diamond, but the 
inherent buoyancy of the boat, together 
with high freeboard and the turtle deck, 
give her a high safety factor. Even if 
knocked down under extreme conditions, 
with spinnaker flying (and this happens 
to all racing craft, if they are raced 
hard) she seems to take very little water 
aboard. 

But to remove any element of doubt, 
the designer has specified that 27cu ft 
of positive buoyancy must be carried 
and this ensures that the Diamond is 
unsinkable. How’s that for safety? 


An important factor to the family 
man, is the deep cockpit which provides 
shelter and positive safety for small 
(and large) children they cannot 
climb on deck without assistance, or a 
supreme effort, and a parent can be 
distracted by some other interest without 
being consumed by worry. When the 
breeze freshens the children can remain 
safe and dry in the deep cockpit, and 
yet be near to Dad at the helm... they 
don’t have to be sent below and told 
not to worry. As a safe family picnic 
boat, the Diamond answers a lot of 
questions. 


Trailing mobility 

Trailing a Diamond is quite feasible, 
because of its light weight, and one 
Auckland owner uses a trailer to good 
effect. He saves storage charges in the 
winter months, too, by having his boat 
at home, and, of course, this renders 
maintenance a much more practical and 
enjoyable proposition.
